Jefferson Hodgkins was born at Lamoine, Me., 
in 1844. When the war broke out he became in- 
fested with the patriotic spirit of the day, and at 
the age of 17, with several other youths, he en- 
listed and was mustered in with the Twenty- 
sixth Maine volunteers, with which he remained 
notil the close of the rebellion. Directly after- 
wards heaent to California, and while there 
joined the engineering party’ that surveyed the 
preliminary line running from the ¢ommence 
ment’ of the Southern railroad at Lathrop 
to the San Joaqtiin Valley. In 1868 
he went to the Indian countfy at the 
head of a government surveying party, which 
surveyed a considerable portion of that country, 
including all of the Chickasaw land and the Cher- 
okee Strip. While in California Mr. Hodgkins was 
connected with the Central Pacific railroad as 
one of the builders of the road.. He was present 
at the time when the first train was run from 
Sacramento to Oakland and was one of the pas- 
sengers on the trial trip. From California he 
went to Kansas after a short réi ce there 
came to Chicago in 1872. He was a member 
of the reform County Board, which was elected 
after the boodilers had been weeded aut of the 
former board and sent to Joliet. He was on Gov. 
Fifer’s staff duging his term of office. Mr. Hodg- 
kins is now President of the Kimball & Cobb 
Stone company and resides in Englewood. He 
built all the drives and walks of the World's 
Fair and belonged to the Ceremonies committee. 
He also loaded all the exhibits and shipped them 
to various parts of the world. He is a member of 
the Union League and Illinois clubs.

REPUBLICANS TO AuT AS A UNIT. 


Aldermen Decide te Secure More Power 
by Changes of Rule. 

Forty of the forty-two Republican Aldermen 

attended the caucus called by Ald. Madden at the 
Republican headquarters yesterday. The two 
absenteés, Afd. Conway and.Ald. Cooke, who are 
out of the city, telegraphed that they would abide 
by the action of the caucus. Ald, Bidwill of the 
Ninth Ward presided: 
To begin with, a resolution was mnanimously 
adopted declaring that in all matters involving 
Repablican printiples or policy the Republicans 
should act as a unit. Speeches were made by 
Ald. Mann, Madden, Kent, and O'Neill, and a 
committee of five, composed of Ald. Hepburn, 
Mann, Kent, Kahler, and Schendorf, was appointed 
to call a caucus whenever it was deemed neces- 
sary in order to give effect to the resolution. 

Next a committee was appointed to revise 
the rules in order to give the majority in the 
Council large scope in iegislative matters, 
and to prevent the assumption of legis 
lative functions by the executive. The changes 
suggested will refer to matters of appointment 
to office and the removal of officers, also to the 
publication of improvement and special assess- 
ment ordinances, and the letting of contracts. 
They will provide in addition that adjournment 
shall be by yea or nay Vote, and that if the Chair- 
man quits the Chair without that formdlity, a 
Chairman can. be selected temporarily. The 
Committee on roles consists of Ald. Mann, 
O'Neill, Madden, Kent, and Campbell.

PLAIN DRESS POLICEMEN REDUCED. 


cniet Brennan Iasues an Order Regulating ' 


Patrolmen and Detectives. 


Chief Brennan has at last put into operation 
the plan he outlined a few months ago of reduc- 
ing the number of detectives in citizen’s clothes 
and making officers who have traveled post do 
detective duty in plain clothes when they are 
needed. The outcome of the consideration of the 
question is found it the following general order 
issued by the Chief last night: 

“Owing to the reduction in the numerical 
strength of the force it is deemed expedient to de- 
crease the number of patrolm detaiied in 
plain clothes at the different wrecincets. All 
officers detailed in hey dress hereafter shall so 
serve but one month ata time and must resume 
lice duty ia uniform for Page least one 
month thereafter before being again assigned in 
piain dress. All members of this force assigned 
to duty outside of the Central Station and De- 
tective Bureau must have police: unifo and 
wear the same accord to the rules of the de- 

artment when required. If me member of this 

orce dislikes to wear ae be is at wey ho 
seek other employment, and the sooner act 
is unders the better for all concerned. 

“The regular detail of patrolmen in plain 
dress will hereafter be as follows: Division 
headquarters, six men; district headquarters

‘*T hold to the truism that artists are born, 
not made. Voices are heaven given, they may 
be made mechanically perfect, but without 
the soul they bear about the same relation to 
art that a street piano does, The young wom- 
an who would sticceed must realize at the 
start that the only way to reach the goal is the 
way of self-forgetfulness. We all believe the 
omnipresent tterer when we are very 
young. The night I played the worst and 
sang the feeblest in my life was when my 
head had been turned by compliments a little, 
for my supreme; thought was: ‘ How pretty 
do I look in this or that attitude? I need not 
add that I. was very young.

A STAGE “SUPER.” 


HOW “CARMEN” SEEMS TO A ORITIO 
BEHIND THE FOOTLIGHTS. 


Calve, Who Has Learned to Chew Gam in 
Chicago, Keeps Her Jaws in Motion= 
Jean de Reszke Terribly in -Earuest= 
Lassallie Petted by the Ballet Girls= 
How the Immense Anditorium Filled 
with People Appears from the Boards 
The Lighting Mechanism. 

“ The stage manager will be here presently ; 
you can sit there and wait.” 

There happened to bea chair in the prop- 
erty-room of the Auditorium. On the shelves, 
on. the floor, and piled high in the corners was 
a heterogeneous collection em bracing censers, 
skulls, royal tankards in plaster of paris, an- 
tique armor, torches, lanterus, gilded wooden 
goblets, and all the paraphernalia which human 
ingenuity demanded to supply the de in 
which woes, joys, and ambitions rum their 
course. 

‘*Carmen” was the opera of the evening. 
Already the guards in their uniforms of yel- 
low, blie, and white were making grotesque 
shadows as they moved to and fro under the 
lectric lights. Jeande Reszke’s voice sounded 
from his dressing-room as he ran an occa- 


-sional scale. Mile. Calyé smiled at the sound 


as she hurried across the stage, a long black 
veil covering her head and shoulders, and fol- 
lowed by a maid with her arms filled with 
bundles on the summit of which a great bunch 
of carnations tumbled about, A shrill voice 
calls first in English, then French, and finally 
Italian: 

‘‘ Fifteen minutes until the performance!’ 

The women of the ballet and the chorus are 
beginaing to saunter in. The guardsare torn 
from their society and conversation by the 
assistant stage manager and.put to driiling. 
An: excited individual rushes in with some 
oranges for the baskets of the fruit girls and 
announces that 1t is quite likely no donkeys 
ean be had for that night’s performance, as 
they have to work late Saturday. Some 
oae else tells him he must go to Twenty- 
seventh street, where donkeys are sure to be 
had. One of the lanterns used in the sun 
scene has tumbled over and got a deni in the 


side. Profanity is followed by repairs. Then 


the fact is discovered that the baskets of the 
flower girls have been rifled of their treasures. 
A stage hand unkindly alludes to the fact that 
the spring season of hat-trimming is at band. 
Mile, Calvé’s voice has joined that of Jean 
de Reszke. The assistant stage manager 
rushed away from his exercising military 
with a handful of chewimng-gum for Mite. 
Calvé, which she must have. She has just 
learned of its fascinations since she came to 
Chicago, and already she cannot get along 
without it. : 

“ The stage manager, Mr. Parry, bas come, 
if you want to see him.”’ 

New “Supe” Gets His Suit. 

The new “‘supe”’ follows the direction indi- 
cated and is scurried away to dress to ** go 
on.”’ The suit given him consists of knee 
breeches, a flannel shirt nondescript in hue, 


a velvet jacket, a black sombrero, and light 
canvas leggings. These leggings happen to 


be both for one leg; one laces with blue and 
the other with red braid—but everything goes. 

‘“‘Hurry up and put this beard on, says 
Mr. Parry, arriving with what was once, 
doubtless, the treasured stuffing of a sofa, 

"Noone can possibly recognize you now. 
Come along.” 

The stage already is crowded. The assist- 
ant stage manager calls: 

“Pouch that button !”’ 

The new “supe”’ complies. A light flashes 
in response. Sig. Bevignani raises his baton 
and *‘Carmen™. begins. Mile. Calvé wanders 
in smiling and joids Sig. Plancom and Mlle. 
Domenech, who are seated in the first right 
entrance. Mile. Domenech had also been 
thoughtfully provided witha™piece of gum. 
Gromzeski was standing with his back to 
the wings singing his bravest. Mlle, Calvé, 
enjoying his defenseless condition, impBoved 
the opportunity to gayly call to him at short 
intervals. The only evidenve that he gave of 
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The smugglers, Frasquita and Mercedes, are 
already singing. | 
Jean de Reszke Terribly in Earnest. 


Presently Jean de Reszke comes from his 
dressing-room. He stands alone waiting for 
his signal. All evening he has been terribly 
in earnest. He paces to and fro and pays no 
attention to any one. Once he groans. As 
he starts forward to enter for the trying scene 
which follows, his valet stands facing him 
und takes a final survey from head to foot. 
Evidently satisfied the man turns to go as 
Don José raps on the Inn door with his 
sword. 

Two buglers are placed behind the scene to 
recall the soldier to hisduty. A man watches 
Sig. Bevignani through a hole in the canvas 
and gives the signal. When this is completed 
he turns to the men and says: *' Morgen um 
zwOolf uhr,”’ to which the Spanish bugiers re- 
ply: **¥Ya! Ya!" The confusion mes 
greater at the close of this act. Dresses have 
to be changed. Every one moves off. Scene 
shifters hold possession. Rocks and mountains 
rise by magic. From above fore- 
ground drops into place. The stage man- 
ager scurries up the ladder restimg against 
a little platform, where the electrician sits 
before a beard bristling with as many 
switches as are demanded at a great railway 
crossing. As Carmen begins the song of the 
cards in which her death is presaged order 
comes: 

“ Turn on the red, just a little. More red 
now, slow. Red in the footlights. “Now the 
am bers, not too quick. Now the side lights.” 

Dawn bas grown from a faint flush in the 
gray sky to full day as the light touches the 
crags. 

Calvé’s song of death isdone. The tragic 
value of the scene has never been greater. 

How does she act when she comes from 
the scene? 

She pulis Rinaldini’s red whiskers,

THE PRESIDENT’S BUSINESS DAY. 


It Begins at 9:30 and Semetimes . Lasts 
Until After Midnight. 

Washington letterin Philadelphia Times: 

At 9:30 he is seated ina big, leather-cov- 


ered chair at the desk in his office and Private 
Secretary Thurber comes in with his morning 


budget. Foran hour, Mr, Thurber has been 
busy with the morning’s mail, which consists 
of 300 to 500 letters.. Early in the adminis- 
tration, when office-seekers were more active, 
1,500 was not an unusual batch. A few 
epistles, evidently of a private nature, he puts 
aside, Those whichdo not appear to be of 
any special importance hesendsto the ex- 
egutive clerk, who dictates replies toa ste- 
nographer. Others he reads, reserving for 
the President’s eye such of mas rec ire 
his attention. Of these last there may bea 
dozen or twenty. 

The buik of his correspondence is never 
seen by Cleveland. If he tried to attend to it 
all himself he would have no time for any- 
thing else. Civil answers are sent to courteous 
communications. Autographs of the Presi- 
dent and his wife are mailed to most persons 
who ask for them. Missives from palpable 
cranks are thrown into the waste-basket. The 
whole of this business is accomplished with- 
out even bothering the Chief Magistrate for 
instructions. The same remark applies to a 
majority of the letters addressed by strangers 
to Mrs. Cleveland. It is one of the penalties 
of her popularity that she is appealed to for 
advice and help by people all over the United 
States whom she has never seen or heard of.

St. Louis Post-Dispatch: The old diction- 
ary sellabout “‘transpire’’ and) ‘“‘ perspire”’ 
is still worked with so much assiduity as to 
lead one to suppose that there is none other to 
be had. But there are others quite as good. 
Take three words: *‘ Reeking,’’ ** desiccated,” 
and “ lurid,’’ and ask your friends what they 
‘understand by them. 

* Reeking?”’ one willsay. ‘‘Why, reeking: 
means dripping with moisture, soaked wi 
wet. 

Another will say that it means “slipper 
slimy; as with filth.” “ Reeki with filth, 
Having a pungent, unpleasant odor,”’ 

If you can get a bet that the word does not 
mean anything of the kind, take it. It is sure 
money. If he won’t bet you’l! have almost as 
much peg in noting his surprise when 
you tell him that “‘reeking’”” means “ smok- 
ing,” ** steaming.” A chimney can reek, or 
anew pipecan reek, When a horse reeks 
with moisture it is because its flanks smoke 
and steam. Jean Ingelow writes: 

No flame did flash. or fair blue reek 
up to w me place. | 

That is the surest catchword of the three. 
“ Desiccated ”’ is pretty good, though. Nine 
out of every ten will instantly say that the 
word :neans: ‘*‘ Chopped up in little bits, 
Smashed up in small pieces,”’ In this word, 
as in * reeking,”’ process of change 
from the real meaning can be traced. Any- 
thing very wet would reek. in frosty weather 
so the wetness was assumed to be the real 
characteristic of reex. Pretty much the only 
article in common use to which the adjective 
** desiccated "’ is applied is cocoanut prepared 
for use in cakes and pies.

THE REPUBLICAN CITY COUNCIL, 

As the new City Council is to be organized 
by the Republicans the party will in a meas- 
uré be held accountable for its methods, leg- 
islation, and general line of action. The Re- 
publican Aldermanic caucus therefore should 
adopt some well defined policy at once and 
the Republican Aldermen should be pledged 
to support that policy and should be tept to 
their pledges. The city administration—as 
the executive department is generally known 
—ig narrowly and vindictively partisan. All 
the offices are filled with Democrats. The po- 
lice force ‘is a mere Democratic machine. 
Democrats alone are favored with profitable 
contracts. The appropriations are spent in 
the interest. of the Democratic organization 
and its spoilsmen. 

The Republican Aldermen must adopt a 
policy of ceaseless vigilance in Yeference to 
these matters, They must insist that the po- 
lice officers shall attend to their police duties, 
that the appropriation for the departments 
shall be spent in compliance with the ordi- 
nance, and that the laws against gambling 
and outiawry shall be vigorously enforced. 
When officers act as violent and vindictive 
partisans they must be called to account. 
The fullest supprvision vested in the legisla- 
tive branch of the city government should 
be exercised in this respect. - 

But the Republican Council must not stop 
here. It musthave some clear and definite 

policy in regard to track elevation, in refer- 
ence to obtaining compensation for franchises, 
in reference to the enforcement of the 
ordinances intended for the protection of 
life and property. It must insist ‘that where 
the public grounds or thoroughfares have 
been invaded by the quasi-public corporations 
those corporations shall be evicted. It must 
insist also that the contracts for scavenger 
service and for street-cleaning shall be rigidly” 
enforced. 

In every’ good measure which the. Mayor 
seeks to promote he ought to have the hearty 
support of the Republicans, and he will doubt- 
less have it. If he. proposes pernicious or 
questionable legislation he should be opposed. 
The new Republican Aidermen will enter on 
their duties with a full knowledge of their 
responsibility. It is hoped and believed they 
will acquit themselves creditably. :

THE PREVENTION OF CRIME. - 
A society was organized in this city last 
week whose objects and business are— 


To promote in all proper and suitable ways the 
removal of sources and causes of crime, to assist 
the weak and helpless in obtaining the protec- 
tion of the courts and of the laws regulating the 
saleof intoxicating drinks, and in protecting 
themselves against the temptations to crime; to 
aid in the enforcement of the laws df the State, 
to disseminate information, and to arouse cor- 
rect public opinion in support of all laws; or- 
ganizing and forming meetings and associations 
for instruction and discussion upon such topics. 


The members of the society will also 
‘* gather evidence and take legal action against 
officials who are guilty of aiding, abetting, and 
protecting the criminals of this city.” 

This is an excellent program, but rather too 
extensive a one. It is better to attempt to do 
a few things thoroughly than to tackle a great 

number of things and succeed in none of 
them. An organization which is able to ac- 
compligh one reform, though it be a small 
one, is of more value than an organization 
which seeks to reform everything and does 
nothing. 

Then, too, the reforms which are aimed at 
should be feasible ones. If, by what is said 
about “‘the laws regulating the sale of; in- 
toxicating drinks,” itis meant that the society 
intends to labor for the prevention of the sale 
of liquor on Sundays, then that labor will be 
thrown away. If what is meant is the en- 
forcement of the laws for the prevention of 
the sale ef liquor to minors, etc., or the 
passage of laws to keep saloons dway from 
churches, schools, etc., the socicty can do a 
great deal of good, 

The gambling question is one which offers a 
good field for the activity of the society. That 
evil could be reduced to small proportions if 
the officers of the law did their duty. An in- 
telligent persistent attempt to force the offi- 
cers to do their duty, and to punish them if 
they do not, will meet with that hearty public 
sympathy without which it is so difficult to 
carry out a reform. 

If this new organization will confine itself 
to a comparatively small number of objects, 
will be thorough in its work and absolutely 
sure of ité facts, it eando a great deal of good 
in this city, where there is altogether too 
much crime and too much toleration of 
crime. If it can succeed in collecting 
evidence on which some official who has been 
aiding, abetting, and protecting criminals can 
be convicted it will accomplish a grand work, 
Nothing is as provocative of virtue among 
public officials as the fact that one of them is 
in the penitentiary. The Council would bea 
reform body for atime if one of the Alder- 
men, convicted of boodling, were cutting 
stone or making brooms at Joliet. Cannot 
the society catch a boodler napping and send 
him down the road? Then its name would 
be honored in the iand., 


WHAT IS A STRIKE? 
One of the most interesting portions of 
Judge Jenkins; decision delivered Friday was 
as to what constitutes a strike. As it was 


graphic dispatches it deserves to be stated 
more fully. After giving the various diction- 
ary definitions of the word he quoted the one 
given by the counsel for the heads of the 
labor organizations when the matter was ar- 
gued before him. It is as follows: 

A strike is a concerted cessation of or refusal 
to work until or unless certain conditions which 
obtain or are incident to the terms of the em- 
ployment are changed. The employé declines to 
longer work, knowing full well that the employer 
may tely employ another to fill his place, 

that he may or may rot be reém- 

om oyed or return to service. The employer has 

the option of acceding to the demands and re- 

turning the old employés to service, of employ- 

ing new men,.or of offering conditions «ander 

which the old men are glad to return to service 
under the old conditions. 

The Judge says this is an ideal strike which 

never existed in fact. He admits that in the 
absence of restrictive ‘contract men have a 
right by concerted action to cease to work to 
procure better terms of service, no compul- 
sion being used except such as is incident to 
the tien. But such is not the strike of 
history, His own definition is as follows: 

* A combined effort among workmen to compel 
the master to the concession of a certain demand 
by preventing the conduct of his business until 
compliance with the demand.” The concerted 
cessation of work is but one of and the least ef- 
fective of the means to the end; the intimidation 
of others trom engaging in the service, the inter- 
ference with and the disabling and destruction of 
property and resort to actual force and violence 
when requisite to the accomplishment of the end 
being the other and more effective means em- 
ployed. It is idle to taik of a peaceable strike. 
None such ever occurred. 

This last statement is too broad, as is the 


compulsion and foree. ‘That compulsion can 
come only through intimidation.”’ There 
have been cases where the strikers controlled 
the labor market so effectually that the em- 
ployer had tocometoterms. That was fre-

Judge Jenkins, continuing, says: 

It has well been said that the wit of man conld 
not devise a legal strike because compulsion is 
the leading idea of it. A strike is essentially a con- 
spiracy to extort by violence, the means employed 
to effect the end being not only the cessation of 
labor by the conspirators but the necessary pre- 
vention of labor by those who are willing to as- 
sume their places. . . . Thestrike has become 
a serious evil, destructive to property, destructive 
to individual right, injurious to the conspirators 


‘themselves, and subversive of republican institu- 


tions. Whatever other doctrine may be asserted 


by reckless agitators it must ever remain the. 


duty of the.courts in the protection of society 
and the execution of the laws of the land to con- 
demn, prevent, and punish all such unlawful 
conspiracies and combinations. Only by 
peaceable means in the courts and through the 
law-making power can wrongs redressed and 
justi¢e be established. Let combined labor deal 
with combined eapital, but only in ways sanc 
tioned by the law. 

These being Judge J enkins’ views it is not 
surprising that he refused to modify his in- 
junction by striking out that part of it which 
orders the heads of labor organizations not to 


cause a|strike on the Northern Pacific, 


THE TROUBLES OF ST. GAUDENS. 

It is evident that Mr. St. Gaudens, presum- 
ing upon his artistic reputation, has gone too 
far‘in the assumption that whatever he de. 
signs will be accepted without question. In 
his first design for the World’s Fair medal he 
produced a singular nude creature apparently 
representing Columbus in a state of conster- 
dation at discovering the New World, witha 
boat load of his. well-dressed sailors behind 
him in equal consternation at discovering 
their commander in a state of nudity even in 
that warm climate. Secretary Carlisle, 
supported by influential members of Con- 
gress, promptly notified the artist his design 
was not satisfactory, taking high moral 
grounds for his decision when he should 
have taken high artistic grounds for it. 
St. Gaudens fretted and fumed, insist- 
ed vpon its acceptance, and even men- 
aced some of his critics with libel suits. 
In spite of his kicking, however, he 
was compelled to chahge the design 
and the same creature appeared again clothed 
this time in a fig-leaf. He had made this 
much of concession to the prudes. So far as 
morality goes, however, Columbus witha fig- 
leaf is just as objectionable as Columbus 
without one, and the second design has been 
rejected. He has been requested to make 
further changes and has been notified that 
until they are made to the satisfaction of the 
Director of the Mint and the art critics who 
constitute the Senate Committee on the 
Quadro-Centennial, and who appear to be of 
about the same caliber as the musical critics 
of the late National Commission, the medals 
will not be issued. Probably St. Gaudens 
will be able to please these experts if he cov- 
ers Columbus with fig-leaves, singular as the 
discoverer might appear. It is to be re- 
gretted that objection was not made to St. 
Gaudens’ design on its artistic merits and that 
the Secretary of the Treasury had not em- 
ployed connvisseurs and critics with 
some knowledge of the subject to 
examine and decide upon the design, 
Whe nudity objection per se is ridic- 
ulous. The only sound objection should 
have been based upon the artistic merit of the 
design. The trouble with St. Gaudens is that 
he is growing bumptious. It was only the 
other day that he took it upon himself to sug- 
gest to Secretary Herbert that the naval eagle 
is only a.partially nude turkey and that the 
department should have a new one. One can 
imagine the sort of fowl with a fig-leaf on it 
that Mr. St. Gaudens might design to the 
deep disgust of the Jack tars. Of course, the 
old eagle will continue to perch in front 
of the forecastle as he always has done and al. 
ways will, He isa national emblem ds much 


as the eagles of Austria, Germany, or Russia, 


which have only the most distant resemblance 
to real eagles. When Mr, St. Gavdens does 
national work he must do itin the national 
way, however distressed he and Mr. John 
Boyd Thacher may be over the matter, or he 
should let it alone altogether. 


LIBERAL RELIGION CONGRESS. 

A call fora Congress of Liberal Religions 
in this city will be issued early this week. It 
is to be addressed to all “ such churches and 
organizations of any name as may be willing 
to recognize a common duty and to work in 
the spirit of kinship.” The gathering will be 
called the American Congress of Liberal Re- 
ligious Societies. and the meetings will be 
held in Sinai Temple during the three days 
ending with May 24. Thecall has received 
about two hundred signatures, prominent 
among which are the following names: 
Prof.John Fiske of Cambridge, Dr. Paul 
Carus, editor of the Monist; W. L. Tomlins, 
I, W. Parker, M. M. Mangasarian, John A. 
Roche, Mrs. Bertha Honore Palmer, Mrs. 
Charles Henrotin, and Miss Jane Addams, 
all of Chicago or its vicinity. 

This congress will not include as many 
sects and denominations as were represented 
at the World’s Parliament of Religions in this 
city last summer, but its scope wil] be a wide 
one nevertheless. , It is'intended to embrace 
all the liberal religions of America, and will 
be the first general meeting of the kind. It 
will include members of societies of ethical 
culture, Universalists, Unitarians, Jews, and 
independents. The movement is the out-. 
growth of a meeting of some thirty liberal 
ministers held during the parliament, at 
which the following committee of ten was ap- 
pointed to issue a call and arrange a pro- 
gram: H. W. Thomas, E. G. Hirsch, W. S. 
Crowe, W. L. Sheldon, William Salter, A. N. 
Alcott, R. C, Cave, E. L. Rexford, M. J. Sav- 
age, and Jenkin Lloyd Jones. 

The program for the congress has not been 
completed, but its main features are deter- 
mined on. It will include addresses by the 
best known men in the ranks of liberal relig- 
ious associations. It is understood the busi- 
ness will comprise the appointment of a *Mis- 
sionary committee, to be charged with the 
organization of liberals in towns of less than 
10,000 inhabitants each, where a society of 
sone of the liberal denominations does not ex- 
ist. In all such places an effort isto be made 
to combine the liberais of all kinds and 
denominations into one society. The greatest 
possible amount of good is hoped for as a re- 
sult of this effort, while the work in thelarger 
cities will tend to broaden and deepen the 
several currents of liberal religions thought 
without merging them into one common 
stream. 


The signers to the call state that they believe 
iff the great law and life of love, and de. 
sire a nearer and more helpful fellowship 
in the social, educational, industrial, moral, 
and religious thought and work of the world. 
This they hope will be initiated by the con- 
gress, and it is @ noble aim, worthy of the

If the Chi- 
cago physician has invented a stomach laun- 
dry which will do its work effectively it will 
prove of interést not only to physicians but 
It will supply 
the long-felt want of a suffering world, arid 
millions will rise up and call him blessed. 

It goes without saying that ‘next to that con- 
spicuously in evidence and exasperating 


organ, thé liver, the stomach most frequent- 


ly asserts itself as a deranger of the internal 
economy. Itis a radiator of innumerable 
diseases. It is refractory in the performance 
of its functions. It discourages morality, dis- 
tarbs mentality, and weakens physical activity. 
By its almost constant antipathy todigestionit 
is the prolific source of internal disturbances. 
If the causes of crime could be traced with 
accuracy to their remote source they would 
bé found more than once in the stomach, It 
is the promoter of suicide and the friend of 
melancholy. Unquestionably it aids in the 
defective administration of justice, in lapses 
from morality, and in desperate resolutions 
ofacriminal character. It blurs both the 
mental and moral vision. It is largely ac- 
countable for crankery and disordered imag- 
inations. If Coxey’s army stomach were well 
nourished and in good working order the mis- 
sion of that singularly assorted mob would 
soon be atan end. If stomachs were normal 
we should hear little of sectarian strife and 
heresy trials. The odium theologicum is 
often only another name for dyspepsia. Med- 
ical skill has advanced rapidly during the last 
fifty years and the science of surgery has ac- 
complished wonders which a century ago 
would have been regarded as. miracles, but 
all this time the stomach has continued in a 
condition of something [ike total depravity 
and defied the combined efforts of medicine 
and surgory to change that condition. 

The radical and heroic treatment for this 
refractory organ would be to take it out and 
replace it with a new one, and had man been 


constructed upon a purely scientific system . 


some provision would have been made for 
this substitution and every home would have 
hada complete outfit,of new organs. The 
mistake, however, is beyond correction, the 
designer evidently believing that as man 
started out with a perfect stomach he would 
always keep it so, thus showing that no allow- 
ance was made for human weakness and falli- 
bility. Next tothis impossible process as a 
remedy comes the laundry plan. If it can be 
made practical then there is a ray of hope for 
suffering humanity. The stomach laundry 
is not a new phase of medical prog- 
ress, but heretofore the operations of 
the laundries have been confined to washing. 
It is possible that the Chicago physician’s 
laundry will add to this function other de- 
tails of the business, such as dry cleaning, 
wringing, ironing, and putting on a gloss, In 
such case aman would have. substantially a 
new and handsome stomach, ¢hich could be 
relied upon to behave itself.

MORALS AND FICTION. 

It was not without good reason and a sound 
philosophy that one of the counsel in the Pol- 
lard-Breckinridge case the other day inquired 
concerning the character of the books read by 
the erring woman, Asa matter of fact fic- 
tion serves asa guide to conduct, probably 
much oftener than is commonly supposed. 
Therefore, the question of the tendencies of 
modern fiction is amet as much one of morals 
as of art. 

Perhaps the most striking feature of mod- 
ern stories, compared with earlier ones, is 
that there has been a shifting of the scene, so 
to speak, on the part of the novelist. Until 
the middle of the present century the novel- 
ist, as a rule,.was intent upon depicting the 
pains and pleasures of lovers on their way to 
matrimony. He assumed that marriage 
settled everything, that a wedding ring 
insured. as in the old fairy tales, 
a happy life forever after. The writers of the 
present generation commonly begin with the 
wedding, or soon after. Their favorite theme 
is the mismatements of the married, and the 
tragic interest centers round the manner in 
which the parties deal with their respective 
situations. At first sight this would seem to 
be a gain for fiction as a guide to conduct. 
But when we come to look at these stories 
more closely we are less sure of their helpful- 
ness. Their general purport seems to be that 
those who are not happy in their married re- 
lations are not bound to continue faithful to 
them. The old masters left us no unpleasant 
doubts to vex our spirits; their teaching spoke 
with no uncertain yoice; their books could be 
readily appraised, and could be applauded or 
condemned as moral or immoral; the read- 
er’s expectation that virtue would be re- 
warded and vice punished was always strictly 
gratified. But in these days (speaking 
not of the bad books, but of those written by 
the best authors and read and discussed by 
old and young in the best society) the more 
common rule is to ask us to sympathize with 
characters who are not moral in the conven- 
tional sense, to admire persons who follow 
the dictates ef individual choice rather than 
the laws of society, and to contemplate situa- 
tions in which the lines between good and evil 
are strangely hard to trace. No doubt these 
writers claim and intend their books to be 
helpful, by inculcating charity of judgment, 
inasmuch as they show how real goodness and 
purity of heart may coexist along with acts 
of the ugliest.outward aspect. “Anna Karé- 
nina,” “A Human Document,” “‘ Tess of the 
D’Urbervilles’’ are books written with the 
highest art and with moral intent, but there is 
no doubt they have worked harm in many 
minds by artistic portrayal of gross depart- 
ures from conventional moral codes on the 
part'of their lovely and lovable heroines. 

Uncongenial marriages are not a new thing 
in the history of the world, but the means of 
escape from them have ‘een infinitely muliti- 
plied, while the reproach attached to such es- 
cape has been infinitely lessened. Hence 
have arisen many new situations unknown to 
the elder schools of fiction. The misfortune 
is that in the attraction toward this new field 
shown so strongly by contémporary novelists 
there should have been so few to take the side 
of the higher morality. They have not been 
slow to recognize the great peril that impends 
over the relations of men and women. They 
are able to see that many unfortunate situa- 


tions arise when there isa conflict between 


the laws of society and the laws of one’s own 
well-being. But none, or few, have dealt 


worthily with that phase of the evolution of | 


character of which so many examples exist in 
reality—characters developed into rare beauty

Resistance to the inequalities of marr 

has been made attractive long enough to hurt 
both the taste and the morals ofa large part 
of the readmg community. What we now 
need are examples. of a triumphant endur- 
ance. of what.cannot be amended, examples 
of lofty toleration of differencds in marriage, 
instead of fatalistic succumbing to unhappi- 
ness, or to attractive personalities that are 
met by the way. For, however hardly ‘con- 


vention and legal objections may bear upon. 


occasional and isolated cases, they 
are in reality the condensed expres- 
sion of the united experience of * suc- 
cessive generations of humanity. The 
beauty and nobility of soul evoked in the in- 
dividual by the struggle to live in harmony 
with the laws of the universe, in spite ot in- 


dividual suffering, is far more real and might © 


be made no less interesting as a situation for 
the writer of romance than the situation now 
so popular. It is time that the reading pub- 
lic. showed its disapproval of books, albeit 
written with the highest art and with the pres- 
tige of the greatest names, unless also they 
are unmistakably on the side of the highest 
morality in this very important matter on 
which the whole structure of society rests. 


THE SOUTH SIDE TROLLEY ORDINANCE. 

The completion ot the canvass by the Elec- 
tion Board makes it pogsible for the new 
Aldermen to take their seats tomorrow night. 
Therefore, the Mayor can and will submit his 
veto of the South Side trolley ordinance to 
the new and not tothe old Council. That 
will add greatly to the probabilities of the 
veto being sustained and the ordinance being 
amended further to make it more nearly 
what it should be. The outgomg Aldermen 
will not relish being deprived of the chance 
to vote against the Mayor and for the com- 
pany, but they cannot help themselves, for he 
can hold on to the veto until the newly-elect- 
ed members have taken. their seats. 

The ordinance should be amended in two 
respects. An indefinite provision declared 
that the company should pay the city $250,- 
000, out of which the Lake Shore and Rock 
Island should be reimbursed their extra ex- 
penses due to deepening the subways at cer- 
tain streets. Under that provision the roads 
might get nearly ali of the quarter million. 
An amendment will be submitted providing 
that the city shail get that sum absolutely, 
and that the company shall pay to the rail- 
roads $50,000 to cover any additional ex- 
penses to which the latter may have been put 
by the greater deepening of the subways. 
With that amendment the city will be certain 
to get something. 

Another amendment should be in regard to 
the lighting of the streets. That point should 
be insisted on. But there would be no objec- 
tion to modifying the provision after this 
fashion: Some of the streets on which the 
road wishes to run electric cars, like Twenty- 
sixth and Thirty-ninth, for stance, are al- 
ready built up. Those the company should 
light at once. There are other streets which 
are little built up, thongh they will be soon 
after cars begin running. On those streets 
the company need not be required to do the 
lighting until a later day, when the lots, va- 
cant now, are covered with houses. When 
that time comes there will be so much more 
travel that the company cannot plead pov- 
erty. 

With these two amendments the ordinance 
willdo. Without them it ought to be defeat- 
ed. If beaten, such is the eagerness of the 
South Side company to make more money— 
to make a little more if it cannot make a 
great deal more—that it will be applying soon 
to the Council to grant it terms it once re- 
fused. 


Unper tiie law the registration in accord- 
ance with which the recent elections were 
conducted lapses. There must be an entirely 
new registration for next fall’s election. The 
present registry books must be destroyed and 
a new set will have to be made. The Repub- 
lican managers should bear this in mind. It 
is not too soon to begin preparations for the 
new registration. The work will be done by 
the judges and clerks who served at the recent 
election. How many of these, listed“as Re- 
publicans, have been loyal to their party, 
zealous and active in the discharge of their 


duties, and how many have not? It should | 


be the first duty of the Republican managers 
to ascertain this, and wherever there have 
been careless, inefficient, or disloyal men 
serving in the name of the Republican party 
there ought to bea change. The Democrats 
will make a desperate struggle to retain their 
control of Cook County next fall. They will 
not scruple as to the methods to be employed, 
and they control the election machinery now. 
The County Judge who has appointed the 
Election Board will probably be a candidate 
for election. It will require ability, intelli- 
gence,courage, and loyalty on the part of 
Republicans to maintain their rights against 
the fine workers and the bulklozers of the 
Democratic party as it is organized in Chi- 
cago. 

THERE 1s some justification for the com- 
plaints which Ald. Tripp makes on account of 
his defeat in the Twenty-second Ward. He 
has been a hardworking, conscientious Alder- 
man and has supportedigood measures in the 
Council and voted against bad ones. He was 
beaten notwithstanding because he was a 
Democrat, and Democrats are not held in 
high favor in the North Division just now. 
Of the five Aldermen é@lected in the North 
Town four are Republicans and only one is a 
Democrat, and he was not elected on account 
of his Democracy, but because his friends ap- 
pealed to narrow sectarian prejudices in his 
behalf, and the police officers acted as agents 
in promoting those prejudices. It should be 
added also that Ald. Tripp’s Republican suc- 
cessor is a capable, progressive young man.

long the depression will last depends largely 
upon the settlement of the labor troubles. 
But as Chicago experiences annually a build- 
ing trade strike this one furnishes no new 
features, and it ie believed that the impetus 
which building had received will survive the 
shock. 

The amount of building being done this 
spring affords an agreeable surprise after the 
dull period of last year. The growth now is 
in dwelling property. Ail around the out- 
skirts of thevity may be seen rows of houses 
going up. Generally they are stone fronts, 
and the sums put into them range from $3,000 
to $10,000. The boom has been inspired by 
the fact that building material is cheaper now 
than it has been for several years, and that 
seems to be the main inducement. The 
money which has been held in savings banks 
and safety deposit vaults constitutes the cash 
building fund. As nothing that may be con- 
sidered flattering is offered in rentals the 
building is being done in the belief that the 
low prices of material will offset slow returns 
until the financial situation improves. 

It is because the strength of the building 
movements rests upon the foregoing con- 
ditions that the strikes at this time prove es- 
pecially harmful. The one avenue which was 
opened up to provide wages for labor after a 
winter of suffering has been promptly closed 
by laboring men themselves. The large funds 
-which were subscribed during the winter toaf- 
ford relief were given with the belief that in 


the spring, when building operatiqns were as- 


sumed, better times must necessarily be 
brought about for labor. The effect of the 
strike had been paralyzing. Contractors are 
slow to assume obligations the cost of which 
they cannot compute with an unsettled labor 
market. The smalt_investors who hope to 
rofit by cheap building material have with- 
eld during the week. Again the loan 
agencies report a falling offin most cases of 
50 per cent in applications fer loans, and 
some of the agents report a complete cessa- 
tion of inquiries. 2

SCHOOL FUND PROPERTY IN CHICAGO. 


The “ Economist’s” Sensible Comment on 
the “ Evening Post's” Wild Diatribe. 

Economist: The Evening Post has rehearsed 
the story of the school tund property in this 
city, setting forth the familiar claim tnat the 
rents realized on it are altogether too low and 
declaring that instead of a valuation of 
$4,235,460 and a rent roll of $258.357 the 
Board of Education ought to have, a valua- 
tion of $16,000,000 and a rent roll of $960,- 
000. The Post goes on to show that the 
valuations of the property are far below the 
market prices of similar property as de- 
termined by sales and leases during the last 
few years. The point is well taken, but the 
difficulties. of the situation do not appear 
to anybody who takes only a - casual 
giance at the facts,and unless the market 
changes materially before the next reappraise- 
ment, which will be in 1895, the Board of 
Education will havea hard problem before 
them. The block bounded by Dearborn, 
State, Madison, and Monroe streets, which is 
the most important piece the board owns, 
best illustrates the situation. ‘The property 
is leased for long terms, but witha revalua- 
tion every ten years, The tenants will not 
make good improvements -because they do 
not know what their rentis to bein future 
years. Nobody wants tu put several hundred 
thousand dollars into a building on any 
such uncertainty. The remedy often sug- 
gested for this is to makes leases for long 
terms without revaluations. This, it is 
claimed, would enable the Board of Educa- 
tion to place their property on valuations 
equal to those of neighboring lots. But 
prices in the down-town district are now 
based on the indome to be derived from 
buildings ranging in height from ten to six- 
teen stories. Ifthe entire block bounded by 
Dearborn, ‘State, Madison, and Monroe 
streets were to be offered for lease at the 
present time, is it supposable that any person 
or persons would want it for the pur- 
pose of covering the iand with lofty 
modern buildings? The market is_ al- 
ready overstocked with structures of 
that class. The board will therefore be in a 
dilemma—owners of the old-style buildings 
cannot afford to pay ground rents based on 
the market of recent years, and nobody wants 
the land at the present time as the sites of 
lofty modern buildings. itis probabie that 
the conditions may change somewhat before 
the time of the reappraisal comes, but not. 
greatly. It is pretty safe to predict that the 
school lands will always reut at figures below 
those of neighboring properties. They always 
have, and yet such are the terms of the leases 
that no discerning man would ever pay a 
premium for one of the leases.

LOOSE BUSINESS METHODS, 


Sufficient Care Not Usually Exercised in 
Selecting Tenants. 

A Chicago owner of renting property whose 
faith in human nature has evidently been 
shaken by experiences with tenants writes as 
follows: “*In these aftermath days of the 
‘World’s Fair fever,’ we hear thousands of 
bitter com plaints from landlords, in regard to 
non-paying, and lease defaulting tenants, in 
every part of the city. Bankruptcy stares the 
majority of house and flat owners in the face, 
and there seems to be no recourse 
so. long as the average landlord 
persists in the prevailing method of selevting 
tenants. The landlords of other cities ponder 
in amazement at the slipshod method of the 
Chicago landlord, whose sole aim seems to 
be to geta tenantin his flat or house, no 
matter what his respectability or responsibil- 
ity may be. They never seem to care about. 
references from former landlords. And 
while such a state of affairs exists it is no won- 
der the Chicago landlords howl aboyt ‘bad 
times.’ In my twenty-five years’ sdberlonan 
asalandiord Ihave only had about halfa 
dozen landlords or agents come to me to in- 
quire about tho sof departing tenants 
in regard to their character or responsibility. 
Landlords trust too much to renting agents 
who generally havea lot of inexperienced 
boys in their offices, to whom is intrusted 
the work. of. selecting tenants, from whom 
the lanudlord;is expected to derive his income 
and to pay enormous taxes and other liabili- 
ties of a not overproductive property. I 
always demand a landiord’s reference in 
preference:to any other and rest assured a 
landiord will never give a bad tenant good 
references, The flat craze that has prevailed 
for the last two | eee: and is prevailing now 
makes the deadbeats bolder than ever and 
landlords who wish to save trouble and loss of 
revenue should scan the past record of apply- 
ing tenants well before accepting. The only 
safeguard for the landlord or the agent is to 
give the tenant a thorough looking up, no 
matter what time it takes. This applies, of 
course, to respectable flat buildings. The 
others have nothing to lose. One “shady 
tenant’’ in a respectable flat buildmg will 
cause untold trouble, and they should be 
avoided as acyclone.

The first headquarters of the regiment were 


established at Wheeling, W. Va., in May, 
1861. Two months later the removal to 
Cleveland, O., was authorized by the War 
Department, but shortly after, under further 
instructions, it was transferred to Fort Adama, 

. Gen. Fitz John Porter was the First 
Colonel of the Regiment, having been pro- 
moted from the rank of Captain and ap- 
pointed Cololel May 14, 1861. Three days 
after the appointment of Gen. Porter he was 
made Brigadier-General of volunteers and 
immediately entered upon the duties of the 
new office. He retained the Colonelcy of the 
regiment, however, until Jan. 21, 1863,when 
he was succeeded by Col. Oliver L. Sheppard, 
a graduate of the Military Academy in 1840 
and a veteran of the Mexican War, promoted 
to the office from Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Eighteenth infantry. John P. Sanderson, a 
civilian, was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel. 
Capt. John H. King of the First Infantry, 
‘William H. Sidell of New York, and John R. 
Edie of Pennsylvania were appointed Majors 
May 14, 1861, and were assigned to the regi- 
ment in the order named. Maj. Kimg had 
then been in the service continuously for 
twenty-four years, having énlisted in the First 
Regiment of Artillery in 1837. Maj. Edie 
had no previous military experience. 

The Fifteenth and Sixteenth Regiments 
made a brilliant record at Pittsburg Landing.

HAWAII’s NEW POSTAGE STAMP ISSUE. 


Philatelists Wild Over What Seems Sure 
to Be a Rare Investment. 

The Provisional Government of Hawaii has 
issued its new set of postage stamps—not the 
old issue overprinted * Provisional Govern- 
ment, 18938,” but an entirely new set of 
stamps engraved and printed -by the Ameri- 
can Bank Noté conijiany. Théy consist of 
the foliowing denominations and colors: 

One cent, color yellow, design coat of arms; 
two cents; color brown, design view of Honolalu 
eager five gents, color dark red, design statne 
of Kamehameha IL.; 10 cents, color green, design 
large star in center with palm trees in back- 
ground; 26 cents, color blue, design nead of 
President Dole in oval surrounded by a flag. 

The uncertainty of Hawaiian affairs just 
now undoubtedly will cause a scrainble for 
these stamps on the part of philatelists over

all the world. Should the provisional govern- 
ment go out of existence and the monarchy 
be restored these undoubtedly will be classed 
among rarest stamps, as the monarchy with. 
out question would destroy whatever is left 
over by the provisional government in this 
line. Should the islands, on the other hand, 
be annexed to the. United States or to some 
other. country the Kanakas will be obliged to 
use the stamps of the. country governing 
them, and the new issue would be recalled. 
Knowing this, stamp eollectors are anxteus to 
secure them either for their collections or for 
speculation, relying on future rise in value. 
On the appearance of these stampsin San 
Francisco afew weeks agoa wild rush was 
made by collectors anxieus to secure sets of 
them. Consignments of the new issue had 
been ordered in advance by the San Francisco 
stamp dealers, and as ‘soon as it became known 
to collectors that the steamer from Honolulu 
having the new stamps on board had arrived 
there wasartun on the dealers for them, 
which lasted until the stocks Were exhausted. 
Thé stir caused among stamp collectors by 
this new issue was only equaled by the excite- 
*ment of a few months ago when the provis- 
ional government ordered ail she stamps

tities: by speculators, who.attempted to corner 
the market. Half the population of Honolulu 
caught the stamp fever, even the Chinamen, 
‘and Japanese investing their savings in buy- 
ing them’ up to preserve for the anticipated 
tise ii value. Sevetal New York dealers sent 
in orders to the postoffice at .Honelulu for 
these stamps ranging froin $2.000 to $6,000.

sounds strangely from his lips, for a more ar- 
tistic personality in thought, speech, sympa- 
thies, and methods was never numbered among 
the . creators of character or the observers of 


en age of California, Mr. Bret Harte. 

It is one of those-winter moriings in Lon- 
don when upon parks and lawns and.ali the 
architectural distances the cold, gray mist lies 
heavily. The sun, a preposterous ruby set in 
fog, iooms red and high. Through the study 
window its radiance comes balefully, as if 
fleeing the dreariness of streets that stretch 
silent and deserted under London’s Sabbath 


spell, 

Within the room, however, all is cheerful- 
ness and warmth. The heaped-up coals make 
flickering traceries of shadow over walls Cov- 
ered with the originale of pictures and en- 
gravings which ali the world has seen in cer- 
tain famous books. Some of these originals 
are interesting exhibitions of the manner in 
which the English imagination endeavors to 
conceive the unfamiliar California types, The 
sides of the room are given up to high book- 
shelves. Bric-A-brac meets the eye in all di- 
rections, the mantel being covered with pretty 
souvenirs of continental watering places, 
those guideposts on the highway of memory 
by which charming acquaintances are recalled 
and favored spots revisited. At the desk, sur- 
rounded. by an incalculable visitation of 
Christmas cards, sits Bret Harte, the Bret 
Harte of ectuality, a gentleman as far re- 
moved from the Bret Harte 6f popular fancy 
as is the St. James club’ from Mount Shasta, 
or a Savoy Hotel supper from the cinder eui- 
sine of amining camp in the glorious days 
of *49. 

Instead of being, as the reader usually con- 
ceives,. one of the long bearded, loose jointed 
heroes of his Western Walhalla, he is a pol- 
ished gentleman of medium height, with a 
eurliig, gray mustache. In liewof the reck- 
lesaness of Western methods in dress his at- 
tire exhibits a nicety of detail, which in a 
man whose dignity and sincerity were less im- 
pressive would seem foppish. This quality, 
like his handwriting and other characteristic 
trifles; perceptibly assists one in grasping the 
main-eletnents of a personality which is as 
harmonious as itis peculiar, and as uncon- 
ventional as it is sensitive, to find shades of 
whatever kind they gy be. Over his cigar, 
With a gentie play of humor and a variety of 
unconscious gestures, which ate al ways grace- 
ful and never twice the satne, he touches upon 
the impregsions made upon hitn by his first 
sights of gold hunting in Califoraia. 

Karly Days in California. 

“TI left New York for California when I was 
acarcely more than a bey, with no better 
equipment, I fear, than an imagination which 
had been expanded by reading Froissart’s 
‘Chronicies of the Middle Ages,’ * Don 
Quixote,’ the story of the Argonauts, and 
other books from the shelves of my father, 
who was a tutor of Greek, I went by way of 
Panama and was atrwork for a few months in 
San Francisco in the spring of 1853, but felt 
no satisfaction with my surroundings until I 
reached the gold country, my particular 
choice bemg Sonora, in Calaveras County. 
Here I was’ thrown among the stratg- 
est #ocial® condition that the. latter- 
day world. has, perhaps, seen.. The > set- 
ting was itself heroic. The great. mouat- 
ains of the Sierra Nevada lifted  majés- 
the ag been peaks against a sky of purest 
‘blue. Magnificent pite forests of trees which 
were thernselves enormous gave to the land- 
scape a sense of largeness and greatness. It 
was a land of rugged cafions, sharp declivi- 
ties, and magnificent distances, Amid rushing 
waters and wildwood freedom an army of 
strong men in. red shirts and top-boots were 
feverishly in search of the buried gold of 
earth. Nobody shaved, and hair, mustaches, 
and beards were untouched by shears or razor. 
Weakiings-and old men were unknown. 

-** Tt took a stout heart and a’ strong frame 
to dare the venture, to brave the journey of 
3,000 miles and battle for life| in the wilds. 
It was a civilization composed entirely of 
young men, foron one occasion I reme.nber 
an elderly man—he was 50, perhaps, but he 
had a gray beard—was pointed out as a curi- 
osity in the city, and men turned ih the street 
to look at him as they would have looked at 
any other unfamiliar object. These men, 
generally speakiug, were highly civilized, 
many of them being cultured and  profession- 
ally trained. They were in strange and strong 
contrast with their surroundings, for all the 
trammels and conventionalities of settled civ- 
im had been left thousands of miles be- 

ind, 

** It was a land of perfect fteedom, limited 
only by the instinct and the habit of law 
which ptevailed in the thass, - All its forms 
were original, rude, and picturesque, Woman 
Was almost unknown, and enjoyed the high 
esiimation of.a rarity. The chivalry naétufal 


when respect could supplemént it, and with 
exceptional value even when it could hot. 
Strong passions brought quick climaxes, all 
the better and worse forces of manhood being 
in unbridled play. To it was like a 
strange, ever varying panorama”, so novel that 
it was difficult to grasp comprehensively. In 
fact, it was not till yearseafterward that the 
_great mass of primary impressions on my 
mind became sufficiently clarified for literary 
use. 

* The changes of scene were constant and 

unexpected. Hereis one that 1 remember 

very well, Clothing was hard to get in the 

early days, and everything that could serve 

was made tse of, Our valley in its ordinary 

aspect had as many ‘ spring styles for gentle- 

men’ as there were men to be seen, One hot 

summer morning, however, the old order 

changed. A large consignment of condemned 

navy outfits, purchased by a local storekeeper, 

had found ready sale, and the result. was that 

the-valley was flied with men, hard at work 

over their ciaims, and all dressed in white 
‘junipers,’ whiteduék tr rs, and top boots. 

On their heads were yellow straw hats, and 

around their shoulders gaudy bandana hand- 

kerchiefs of yellow, blue, red, and green pat- 

terns.

**A great part of this distrust of literature 
as a profession arose, | think, trom my first 
literary effort. It was a poem cailed ‘ Autumn 
Musings.”

His natural tendency in that direction was 
too strong to be crushed, however. He has 
always, he says, had a weakness for humor- 
ous verse, and in that particular direction his 
pen isas playful as ever. All of which di. 
gression leads naturally to the ** Heathen 
Chineée.”’ coneerning which he has several 
new facts to make public. 

‘.T was always fond of satiric verse, and 
the instinct of parody has always possessed 
me. The ‘Heathen Chineda’ is aninstance of 
this, though I-don't think 1 have told any- 
body except a well-known Bngiish poet, who 
observed ard taxed me with the fact, the story 
of its nétrical origin. 

‘The ‘ Heathen Chimee’ was for a time the 
best known of any of my writings. It was 
written for the Overland Monthly, of which I 
was editor, with a satirical political purpose, 
but with no thought of aught than\ its local 
effect. It was born of asomewhat absurd 
state of things which appealed to the humor- 
ous eye. The thrifty Uriental, who was in- 
vading California in large numberts, Was as 
imitative asa monkey. Hedid as the\ Cau- 
casian djd in all respects, and being more pa- 
tient and frugal did it a little better. From 
placer mining to card playing he industriously 
followed the example set hin by his superiors 
and took cheating at cards quite seriously asa 
valuable addition to the iateresting game. 
He cheated admirably, but insteadof winning 
praises for it found himself, when caught at 
it, abused, contemned, and occasionally 
mobbed by his teachers in a way that had not 
been dreamt of in his philosophy. ‘This point 
I put into verse. I heard nothing of it for 
some time, until a friend told meit was 
making the rounds of the Eastern press. . He 
himeelf had heard a New York brakeman re- 
peating: ee 
' * * And he played it that day upon William 
and me in a way I despise.’ 

**Soon afterward I began to hear from it 
frequently ina similar way. The lines were 
popular. The points seemed to catch the ear 
and bold the memory. I never intended it as 
a contribution to contemporary poetry, but I 
déubt, from the evidence I received, if I ever 
wrote anything more catching. The verses 
had, however, the dignity. of a high example. 
T have told you of the English poet who was 
first to question me regarding the meter and 
appreciate itsGreek source. Do you remem- 
ber the threnody in Swinburne’s * Atalanta in. 
Corydon’? It oceurred to me that the grave 
and beautiful sweep of that chorus was just 
the kind of thing which truthful James would 
be the last man in the world to adopt in ex- 
pressing his yiews. Therefure | used it.”’ 

As he talks of his verse and his work ingén- 
eratitis clearly evident thatthe humorous 
isone of his most fully developed literary 
characteristies. He still takes delight in the 
condensed novels, and is as muchin the 
mood for writing them today at 53 as he was 
twenty years'iago. They belonged, it seems, 
to a kind of chrysalis period in his develop- 
ment, when, living in San Francisco, he 
wrote variously for a number of local liter- 
ary periodicals, the most widely known of 
which was the Golden Era. These writings 
and the position which he won through them 
led to the editorship of the Californian Week. 
ly and finally ofa magazine, the Overland 
Monthly. ~ 

The latter was the inducing cause, of the 
first of that series of stories whie® carried his 
name all over the world. At the start he was 
most bitterly opposed. The first step was 
the one that ‘* cost’”’ with him as -with others. 
Hie narrative is full of interest,- both as a 
matter of bersonal as well as literary history, 
as he continues:

“T was eventually offered the editorship of 
a new twiagazine, the Overland Monthly,

succeeding story was the worst thing that had 
ever appeared from my pen,

** Local color having been placed, through 
the dictum of the Atlantic States, at a pre- 
mium,’’ continued Mr. Harte, ** the Overland 
became what it should have been from the start, 
truly Californian intone, Other writers fo}- 
lowed my ‘ trail,’ and the freshness and vivid 
life of the country founda literary expression. 
At that time I he'd a political office, the Sec. 
retaryship of the San Francisco Mint. The 
mint Was but afew steps from the leading 
newspaper establishments, and as I had for- 
metly been the editor of the Californian, a 
literary weekly, my office was a rendezvous 
for contributors and would-be contributors. 

‘Some months before the . Overland ap- 
peared George Barnes, a well-known journa!l- 
ist, and an intimate friend of mine, walked 
into my office one morning with a young man 
whose appearance was unmistakably inter- 
esting. His head was striking. He had the 
curly hair, the aquiline rose, and even the 
aquiline eyé—an eye so eagle like that. a sec- 
ond lid would not have surprised me—of an un- 
usualand dominant nature, His eyebrows were 
thick and bushy. His dress was careless, and 
his general manner one of supreme indiffer- 
ence to surroundings and circumstances, 
Barnes introduced him as Mr. Sam Clemens 
and remarked that he had shown a very drig- 
inal talent in a number of newspaper contri- 
butions over the signature of Mark ‘Twain. 
We talked on different topics and about a 
month afterward Clemens dropped in upon 
meagain. He had been away in the mining 
district on some newspaper assignment in 
the meantime. 

** In the course of conversation he remarked 
that the uneartbly laziness that prevailed in 
the town he had been visiting was beyond 
anything in his previous experience. He said 
the men did nothing all day but sit around 
the barroom stove, spit, and ‘ swap lies.’ He 
spoke in a slow, rather satiricul drawl, which 
was itself irresisfible. He went on to tell one 
of these extravagant stories, and haif-uncon- 
sciously dropped into the lazy tone and man- 
ner of the original narrator.

8 o’clock, and eat my 
breakfast like any other human being. I then 
go to work if I havea piece of -work in hand 
and remain at my desk till noon. I never 
work after. luncheon. I read my proofs with 
as inuch interest and, [ think; as much care 
as anybody else, and yet the public. is tuught 
to believe that I never see my ‘copy’ after it 
once leaves my hands. If newspapers were 
as anxious to print facts about a man as the 
are to furnish information. which their read- 
ers will presumubly enjoy repeating it would 
be different. ! 

‘*T won some years ago without the slight- 
est éffort on my part the: reputation, of being 
the laziest man in America.

Denial of course wae of ‘no earthly use, 
and the line traveled all ovér the country, and 
is doubtless still on its rounds. 

‘*In the course of time, on a lecturing tour, 
I reached St. Joe, Mo. I had been lecturing 
by night and traveling by day for two weéks 
continuously. A reporter called and desired 
to know what kind of soap I used—he had 
heard siriister rumors that it was a highly 
scented foreign article—my opinion of Long- 
fellow and various other questions of moment, 
I assured him that I used the soap of the 
hotel, concealed hnething from him with re- 
gard to Longfellow, but begged him particu- 
larly to note the fact of my preterratural ac- 
tivity. He managed these facts correctly in 
his half column next morning, but adorned 
me with a glittering diamond stud of which I 
had no knowledge, Andin the same paper, 
in another column, I found a pleasant.. varia. 
tion from the usuai line. There were no al- 
lusicns to my late labors. It was simply, 
‘Bret Harte says he is not the taziest’ man in 
America.’

eould not possibly lave been written. It is 
rather a singular quality to be found in com. 
bination with his. emotional. breadth and dra- 
matic sweep asa writer, but it is: the one 
which finishes and polishes the whole, and it 
is clearly natural and inherent.

for which they sre in no way to blame 
and. which it is greatly to their  in- 
terest to prevent as far as _ possible, 
and the others who always are threatening to 
‘“*report’’ the unfortunate man, who offends 
them. If half the people who make these 
threats kept their word, if one-tenth of what 
they do report could be proven true, the en- 
tire force of men wou!ld be constantly chang- 
ing. And, as it is, the men frequently ‘‘ go on 
the carpet,’’ they aver. for no fauit in the world. 
When accidents occur on a cable line it is a 
comparatively easy matter to summon help, 
for at small distances apart all along the road 
are open.ngs in the track, technically 
call **boxes,””’ and every conductor is fur- 
nished witha key to them. By simply turn- 
ing this key it not only sends a warning to 
the power-house but actually tells just where 
an accident is. The employés around the 
alarm-box can tell the location of the acci- 
dent in three ways—first, by the numbers 
which the gong fings out, next by the holes 
printed in the paper ribbon rolled off by the 
**ticker,’”’ and lastly by means of small brass 
dials. Whenever one of these alarms occurs 
the “wrecking wagon” is sent im- 
mediately to the rescue and- in the 
shortest possible time the trouble 
1s remedied, and traffic resumed. Besides 
these wrecking wagons, which are used alike 
for cable alarms and the slower calis of the 
horse lines, those companies which have elec- 
tric lines keep also a “ firecart”’ and a *‘ tower 
wagon ”’ for use in case of a “ground” in the 
trolley wires. These vehicies or machines are 
simply an ordinary wagon-bedy with a'mov- 
able ladder tower ‘above, by means of which 
the men climb up to the wires, and round the 
railed tap of the tower are small but well- 
stocked tool boxes.

stars, the shipargo showing only its spars 
and rigging and the Centaur only his head and 
shoulders above our horizon. 

Above the Centaur, and at about one-third 
of the distance from the horizon to the zen- 
ith, may be seen a very pre‘ty sprinkling of 
faint stars, which form two small constella- 
tion—the Crater or Cup, and Carvus the 
Crow>~that are well worth examining, partic- 
ularly if ene is using an opera-giass. The 
Cup is the ‘more westerly of the two. Its 
bowl is formed by-a semi-circle of five or six 
stars of the fourth and one of the third mag- 
nitude, which opens toward the east, A short 
line of three third magnitude stars on the 
right forms ite baso. The Cup isa little lop- 
sided, but otherwise isa very passable celes- 
tial goblet. is 

The Crow is not quite so “like” ag the 
Cun. Still, it can be distinguished easily by 
means of four stars of the third and one of 
the fourth magnitude, forming a trapezium 
or irregular square to the left of the Crater. 
The lower left hand star is in the Crow’s feet; 
the others in his wings and head. 

Both the Cup and the Crow stand on the 
back of the Hydra, a constellation chiefly re- 
matkable for its enormous length. The 
Hydra’s head is marked by a short curved 
line of three stars—one of the third and two 
of the fourth magnitude—at about four-fifths 
of the distance from Procyon to Regulus. 
From this point its body may be traced (ona 
celestial chart if not among the stars) sloping 
downward to the left, passing under the Cup 
and the Crow and terminating near the hori- 
zon in the southeast. 

The brightest star in’ this constellation— 
Cor Hydra, the Hydra’s Heart—is directly 
above the. vacant region of the Air-pump, 
midway between Procyon and the Cup. 
Although of only the second magnitude, ow- 
ing to its lonely situation it is very conspicu- 
ous and will readily be identified. Let us 
turn now to the zodiacal! constellations—those 
which lie along the line of the sun’s path. 

At. 9 o’clock this eveni the western 
boundary of Taurus, the Buil, will rest upon 
the horizon midway between west and north- 
west. The striking features of this constelia- 
tion, by means of which it may be recog- 
nized, are the bright star Aldebaran and the 
Pleiades. The planet Jupiter is also now in 
this constellation. But both the planet and 
the star-cluster, though still above the hori- 


zon, will be too low to be seen at 9 o’clock, 


The Constellation Gemini. 


Adjoining Tuurus on the eas‘ is the constel- 
lation Gemini, the Twins, marked by two 
bright stars, Castor and Pollux. These stars 
may now be seen in the West, at about three- 
fifths of the distance from the hvorizon to the 
zenith. Observe that the sun’s path (the 
ecliptic), as laid down on the pianisphere, 


passes south of Pollux at a distance about) 


equal to the star’s distance from its compan- 
ion; Castor.

way between these stars and the head of 
Orion, who now reclines above the western 
horizon. The region of the feet of the Twins 
is a fine opera glass field, presenting several 
retty “‘streams”’ and other combinations of 
aint stars. ge 

Next in order, as we follow the sun’s path 
eastward, comes Cancer, the Crab, This con- 
stellation contains no bright stars, but there 
is situated in it one of the prettiest star 
clusters in the heavens, Presepe, the man- 

r, the position of which is indicated on the 
planisphere by a small circle. To the naked 
eye it dpbears as a fleck of nebulous light; an 
opera-giass will show it as a atar cluster, while 
even a small telescopé will make of it an ob- 
ject of exceeding beauty. The Crab is also 
famous as the. constellation in which Her- 
schel discovered the planet Uranus. This 
planet revolves around the sun in, a period of 
eighty-four years. Since its discovery in 1781 
it has ‘performed one complete revolution 
and is a third of the way around on a second, 
being now in the constellation Libra. 

Leo, the Lion, comes next in order. _ The 
sickle, which forms the Lion’s bushy head and 
shoulders, is known to many who are unac- 
quainted with the ancient and astronomical 
name of this constellation. The bright star 
in the handle of the sickle is uius, some- 
times cailed Cor Leonis, the Lion 8 heart. 
This star iies almost exactly in the sun's path. 
At the hour of our observation it wiil be found 
nearly on the meridian—that is, almost ex- 
actly south—at about the same altitude as the 
twins. Denebola, in the Lion’s tail, is of the 
second magnitude. Itis at the lower left- 

corner of a noticeable quadrilateral - of 
four stars at some little distance to left, or 
east of Regulus.

The Pole-star is at the end of the handle of 
the Little Dipper—known astronomically as 
the Ursa Minor, or Smaller Bear—which, 
with this hint, may readily be found, The 
two stars in the Little oione which corre- 
spond to the Pointers in the Great, Dipper are 
of the second ——— and form a conspic- 
uous pair, sométimes called the Guardians of 
the Pole. : : 

Facing now the east, we’! may see, at about 
one-third of the distance.from the horizon to 
the zenith, Arcturus, the Bear-keeper, usually 
accounted the brightest star in the no 
hemisphere of the heayens, It lies on a con- 
tinuation of the curve of the Dipper’s handle, 
a position which renders this star easy to 
find when above the horizon. \ 

Midway between Arcturus and the nearer 
of the Pointer stars isastar of the second 
magnitude, the principal star in the Hunting 
Dogs, which bears the name of Cor Caroll, 


Charles’ Heart, given to it in memory of. 


Charies I. of England. Cor Caroli is equi- 
distant from Arcturus and Denebola, forming 
with them a large ee of which the base 
is somewhat longer n the other sides. 
Arcturus, Denebola, and Spica form a second 
large triangle, the sides of which are nearly 
equal. The two triangles united form a large 
four-sided figure, known as the Diamond of 
Virgo. | 

At the center of the upper of these triangles, 
directly south of Cor Caroli, is the constella- 
tion Coma Berenices, Berenice’s Hair, a scat- 
tered group of faint stars, which form an ex- 
cellent opera-glass field. Coma Berenices is 
astronomically interesting from the remarka- 
ble richness of this region in nebulz. 

About the Planets, 


Mercury will be @ morning star throughout 
the month, and early risers will have a good 
opportunity of glimpeis it above the eastern 
horizon. It will reach its greatest western 
elongation—distance from the sun—Sept. 10. 

Venus also is now a morning star, adorning 


the eastern sky with nearly her greatest 


lendor. 
wv itars is a morning star, rising at about 1 a. 
m. It will be several months yet before this 
planet will be in a position to render it of 
especial interest either to naked-eye observers 
or to astronomers. Its opposition will occur

The. Throop Polytechnic Institute is the 
only school of its kind on the Pacific coast. 
It consists of two buildings and leases a third. 
In a pretty location the first was built in 1892 
and the last, called East Hall, was completed 
last November. Both are substantial brick 
structures, 
partments shows the excellent equipment de- 
signed’ to combine’ ‘the functions of 
an academy. and manual train- 
The theory is that 
whatever the mind conceives the hand shall 
be taught to execute and that al! courses shall 
fit the pupils, both boys and. girls, for some 
practical vocation.

Pasapena, Cal,. March 28.— 
Throop, Pasadena’s best-beloved citizen, was 
buried Wednesday, The town donned a garb 
of mourning, the flags on the public build- 
ings were at half-:nast, | and from *the hour 
when ‘the remains were borne~ from the 
family residence to the Polytechnic Iusti- 
tute until near .the. approach of sunset, 
when they were laid .to rest in -. the 
shadow of the’ mountains ,“* Father ’’ Throop 
loved so well there was seatce a person in the 
community who was not deeply impressed by 
the spirit of the occasion and few were the 
eyes undisamed by tears. I¢ was a wonderful 
and sincere demonstration of a people’s love 
and respect for a grand old man and it will 
long be remembered as the most im pressive 
oecasion in local history. Hundreds of peo- 
ple-attended from Los Angeles and surround- 
ing towns.

This veasel, like its sister ships, the Detroit. 
and Marblehead, is an example of the simple 
coal protected cruiser type—i. e. : its coal sup- 
ply is so disposed around the motive power 
and magazines as to afford considerable pro- 
tection to those parte from gun fire. Over 
the boilers and engines, and, in fact, through- 
out the entire length of the vessel there: is a 
light water-tight deck. This deck is intended 
to preserve the vessel’s buoyancy rather than 
to afford any defensive bulwark to the region 
below. Should the sidesadjucent to the water 
line be injured the coal stored there in: the 
bunkers would limit the admission of water, 
while the water-tight deck would preclude 
flooding of the compartments beneath. 

The Montgomery is built of steel; bas triple- 
expansion engines, each in a separate com- 
partment, actuating twin screws, and’ is 
schooner rigged, with sufficient sail power to 
.add to its steadiness in a seaway. The boat 
is required to maintain a contract speed of 
seventeen knots an hour for four consecutive 
hours on triul; but should it equal the per- 
formance of the Detroit it will run over

At the Paris Salon of 1891 and again at 
the World's Fair this statue bore the brunt of 
a criticism always on the alert for anything 
offensive on the moral side. To many critics 
this is their only stock in trade. ‘* Evening ”’ 
came through the ordeal unscathed, as it did 
later when shown in 1892 at the Society of 


~ American Artists.-in New York. “The reason 
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was that the scu!ptor, atthough much infiv- 
enced. by his student yeurs in Paris, has al- 
ways set-his heart on the ideal in sculpture 
rather than that realism which rules at pres 
entin French literature and art. Writmg to 
the Independent in May, 1891, a lady said: 

* Perhaps the most beautiful of all the fe- 
male (nude) statues, of which there are so 
many, is ‘Le Soir,’ by Frederick Ruckstuhl. 
It is easy and graceful and, what is most im- 
portant in statuary, it can be viewed from all 
sides without detraction.”’ 

To produce the nude with an impression of 
purity it is not only necessary that the sculp- 
tor model torso «atid limbs upon unsensua) 
curves, but that he knows what purity in 
woman is, and-reverences it. We may fairly 
attribute Ruckstuhi’s success in this partly) to 
his American bringing up. Frederick Well- 
ington Ruckstuhl was indeed born in Alsatia, 
at the village of Breitenbach, but his family 
goes back to Wintherthur,in Switzerland, 
which in many respects is very like the United 
States, and he came to America as an infant. 
Apart from the accident of birth, however. 
he is a product of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, having spent his early years in St. 
Louis, worked on a river steamboat, en- 
tered into businessin that city, and was un- 
happy except when he couid steal time to fre- 
guent the local school of art. He threw up 
advantageous offers in’the law and in busi- 
ness to encounter, ata later date than most 
artists, the certainty of a life of struggie asa 
sculptor. He managed to reach Paris, studied 
mvt and painting atthe Julian Studios, 
imself under the tuition of Theodore 

lenaer, from whom he learned to carve 
marble in expert fashion (** Evening,’’ for 
éxample, was entirely cut by his own hands 
from the stone, as well as given its final 
touches), and then entered the atelier of M. 
Antonin Mercie, the French master, who has 
contributed an equestrian’ Robert E. Lee to 
Benond and a Lafayette monument to

The * Evening” or “ Twilight” figure was 
first shown at the Salon in 1888 in plaster, 
and took an honorable mention.

HIS HORSE EARNED HIS PROMOTION. 


Cedar Creek. 

Washington News: The incident related of 
James Byrne, the Swedish calvaryman in the 
German army, who obtained promvution dur- 
ing the Franco-Prussian war for a brave act 
for which his horse was responsible, the ani- 
mal havimg become unmanageable, had 
its ‘counterpart in the War. of the 
Rebellion, At the battle . of _ Cedar 
Creek (a Pennsylvania officer, Capt. 
Moore, found himself in a squad of men, all 
officers, who in the general rout of the Union 
forces had become detached from their regi- 
ments. About twenty men were in the group, 
and while hurriedly discussing the situation , 


an aid dashed up with orders for the 
squad to charge .-the stone  breastworks, 
half a mile away, from. which the 


enemy had been for half an hour direct- 
ing a murderous fire. Capt. Moore hap- 
pened to be astride of a strange horse that he 
had captured on the field after losing his own. 
Being the ranking officer, he gave the com- 
mand for immediate execution of the order, 
although extremely doubtful of the result. 
The horses swung into line with Moore’s 
horse. in the lead, and it took but 
a few moments for the Captain to ascer- 
tain the mettle of his charger. Grasping the 
bit in his teeth the horse sprang forward with 
sweeping strides that soon placed him more 
than 100 yards in the lead, and the gap was 
widening rapidly when his rider attempted to 
check him. But all his efforts were vain; the 
horse had his way. The now thoroughly 
frightened officer tried to fall off, 
but quickly realized that there 
was more'danger in this movement than from 
the ‘rebel buliets. Reaching the breastworks, 
which proved fo be an old-fashioned stone 
fenee, the horse cleared the obstruction at a 
bound, and the astonished rider found him- 
self confronting a solitary Confederate sol- 
dier, his companions having retreated uvon 
the approach of the Union squad. 

‘‘ Surrender, you dashed grayback,” shout- 
ed the Captain, with teeth still chattering. 

‘** Go to hades, you infernal blue-belly,’’ re- 
turned the Confedérate, as he tumbled back 
over the hill and disappeared in the brush. 

* The next day,’’ said the Captain, when re- 
lating his adventure, ‘I was astonished to 
find my name in general orders, with compli- 
mentary mention for the bravery of my act 
in ‘storming’ the breastworks, and I'll go 
swear I couldn’t have stopped that‘ hoss’ if 
the fate of the Union had depended upon it. 
My comniission as Major followed fast upon 
the heels of the event, and I owed still wore 
to the hard head and good teeth of an animal 
that lever afterward regarded with feelings 
of mingled fear and respect.”’

Twenty Thousand Deaths a Year in India 
from Snake Bites. 

McClure’s Magazine: Altogether about 20,. 
000 persons die each year in India from the 
bites of the various enakes I have mentioned, 
and it is no exaggeration tosay thatsome sixty 
of Queen Victoria’s subjects, who were alive 
and well yesterday, are today being burnt or 
buried out here as a sequel to thése acci- 
dents. The same will happen tomorrow and 
the next day; and at least one death from : 
similar causes may. be expected to oc. 
cur every half hour between now and the 
time that the readers of MeClure’s Magazine 
peruse what I have written. Mortality of 
this magnitude isa terrible thing, though the 
fact must be remembered that it is distributed 
among a population four times as large as 
that of the United States, and thus passes to 
a great extent unnoticed. The casualties are 
confined almost entirely to the poorer and 
more ignorant natives, who habitually go 
about with bare feet. For, although 
creatures like the hamadryas and the 
echis are occasionally spoiling for a fight, 
as a general rule a snake is no more 
anxious:to be den upon than a man is to 
tread upon it. consequence is that peo-

The character of the 
curule chair survived, and may be recognized 
in tapestry and in many medieval paintings. 
Most of the medieval furniture, chests, 
seats, trays, etc., of Italian make were richly 
giltand otherwise. ornamented. Carved oak 
was most generally used in Northern Europe. 

The chair of St. Peter in Rome is a solid 
square seat, with pedamental back, and 
paneled with carved ivory. St.: Maxim-

Edward V, who, in 1488, was murdered by 
his uncle Richard III,. The chair is of oak, is 
large and gothic and stands on four small 
lions carved of the same material. In a sort 
of box under the seat is the sacred black stone 
called the ** Stone of Destiny.”’ on which for 
many generations, up to 1296, the Scottish 
kings were seated at their inauguration. Ac- 
cording to Scottish tradition the stone, which 
was preserved for centuries at Scone, was the 
one which Jacob used as a pillow when he 
slept in the open air at Bethel and dreamed 
he saw a ladder reaching from earth to 
heaven, on_which angels descended and 


ascended. He set up the stone as a pillar and 
it finally found its way to Ireland, whence it 
to Scotland.

' and Thetr Requirements They Com- 
mand a Good Livelfhood=How Mrs. 1, 


Success=Why Mrs. Palmer Does Not 
Kmploy Men=—<Mrs. E. W. Riley’s Deli- 
cate Method of Giving Work to Women, 


The higher the civilization, the more is all 
that pertains to gastronomy considered. In 
fact, when all definitions between man and 
the beast have been examined there is noth- 
ing that draws the line more clearly than that 
man prepares his food. ' During the dark 
ages which followed the fall of the Roman 
Empire the art of cookery no less than learn- 
ing, sculpture, and painting was fostered by 
those wise fathers of the churca who had their 
abiding place in. the mountains in Southern 
France. When the cloud of ignorance, which 
for a time obscured the light of civilization, 


in progress Kings, Popes, Cardinals, and 
prince merchants were the patrons of :cook- 
ery, art, and literature, 

Catherine de Médicis, the famous, who, 
whatever she might have been, was never 
trivial, ggve much attention to gastronomical 
subjects. It was she who introduced a re- 
vival of the Italian school of cookery in 
France and from that lime until the present 
the elegant, artistic, imaginative, scientific 
cuisine of the French has been the highest 
standard of excellence in this line, 

It was the important significance of the 
food we eat that the author of ‘“* Physiology 
of Taste”’ points out when he says: ‘** The 
destiny of nations depends on the manner in 
which they ‘feed ’’; that caused Napoleon the 


| Great to declare: ‘'C’est la saupe qui fait le 


soldat,” and to spend much time considering 
his camp kettles. 

Stili, notwithstanding the distinguished 
consideration that cookery has received in the 
past, until very recently women in this coun- 
try have considered it much more desirable 
to paint decorations on dishes than to prepare 
the food to be eaten from them. It seems to 
have remained for Chicago women, if not to 
discover, at least to enter a field in the realm 
of cookery that is yielding them golden 
harvests, together with no small amount of 
satisfaction. Itis only within the last few 
years that women have come to the fore as 
successful professional caterers. When 
David Copperfield appeared before Betsy 
Trotwood, foojsore, dirty, and worn after his 
long tramp from London, and she, in distress 
as to what should umimately be done with 
him, demanded advice of Mr. Dick, he sug:

So palpa- 
ble was the wisdom of this hint that the re- 
doubtable Betsy at once geciared the half- 
witted gentleman a wonderful man. There 
has been no Mr. Dick to point out to’ women 
anxious to undertake remunerative labor the 
immediate demand, which she ‘s well fitted to 
supply, sofor years she*has been going far 
afield for less than she could have gathered 
close at hand. 

One of the most successful of the little com- 
pany of woman caterers in Chicago who are 
setting the pace which women in numbers are 
certain to follow is Mrs. L. W. Haring, who 
established and conducts one of the largest 
tea rooms in the city. She was born at Mack- 
inaw, and as her parents were strict Episco- 
palians her home training and education were 
thoroughly conservative, After her mar- 
riage, wnich has been exceptionally happy, 
she came to Chicago with her husband, who 
was in business here for many years. She 
lived a quiet, domestic life, but,- like) the 
virtuous wife related of in Proverbs, she 
looked so well to the ways of her household 
that she was nat without fame aimong her in- 
timates for her accompiishments as a wise 
and successful housekeeper. When those gen- 
tlemen who wanted the tea room she conducts 
established were casting about for some one 
to take charge of it tor them a friend who had 
known her for many years said to one of them 
that if she could be induced to undertake the 
work he was certain she could fulfill all the 
requirements, As her husband had about this 
time inet with serious business reverses when 
the matter was presented to her she deter- 
mined to venture on the undertaking. 

It was necessary for her to formulate the 
entire plan of carrying on the undertaking. 
Of course she could nat escape some experi- 
menting, but that none of these experiments 
resulted in failures but only in improvement 
on what she had a!ready achieved proved that 
she had mastered the situation in her own 
household, To direct between eighty and 
ninety people and to see that the work that 
they are employed to do 1s properly accom- 
plished is of itself no small undertaking. 
Add to this ‘the makmg ‘up of an 
attractive menu, the paying of all bills, 
the keeping of the balance on the'right side of 
the ledger, and looking after all the supplies to 
feed over a thousand people daily, and you 
have a formidab.e undertaking even for cne 
especially educated to conduct a business of 
this sort. That one’ shouid step from her 
hearthside into this position not only proves 
special natyral fitness, but also that to bea

Mrs. E. W. Riley, who s0 successfully con- 
ducted the restaurant in the Woman’s Build- 
ing at the World’s Fair, is another of Chica- 
go’s women caterers. Mrs. Rileyisa gradu- 
ate of the Boston School of Cookery and came 
here sOme years ago to conduct classes in con- 
nection with the kitchengarden work. Find- 
ing there was a demand in Chicago for what 
might be called a peripatetic caterer she 
united this work with the teaching of classes 
in cookery. 

For instande, a lady wanting to give a din- 
ner and desiring to be relieved of all care and 
anxiety in regard to it calls upon Mrs. Riley, 
who engages to see that the dinner is perfectly 
cooked and sent to the dining-room. After 
the menu is decided upon Mrs. Riley makes 
out a list of what she requires and the day of 
the dinner takes entire chargein the kitchen 
and if it is desired of the dining-room and the 
serving of the dinner, as she hasseveral trained 
waitresses whose serv.ces she can command. 
When special dishes, which the ordinary cook 
wouid have neither skill nor time to prepare, 
are desired Mrs. Riley furnishes. them in any 
quantity required, One of these dishes which 
is very popular and which she makes 
with great skill is the intricate chicken tim- 
bales, which it takes one person nearly.a day 
to make. 

Mrs. Riley has always had exceptionally 
intelligent people as her helpers, The young 
woman who represents her when she is not in 
the city, Miss Gabrielle Riggs, is a thoroughly 
educated young woman, whv, before she took 
up cookery as a profession, was a school 
teacher. Miss Riggs says she never liked 
teaching, and is certain that by nature she is 
not fitted for it. Asto catermng she says she 
thoroughly enjoys it,and not only finds it 


more profitable than her former occupation |} 


but that she has more leisure at her command 
than when she was a teacher, Mrs. Riiey has 
instructed Miss Riggs and her other helpers. 
In fact she is raising up quite a. little army of 
women caterers, who are finding their occu- 
pation more independent and remunerat.ve 
than are most of the professions undertaken 
by women, 

On one of the fashionable South Side ave- 
nues is a dainty littie establishment, where, 
as the advertising card announces, “‘ soups, 
salads, entrees, ice-cream and ices, Charlotte 
russe, cakes, pies, and bread, and also food 
tor invalids are prepared with the same scien- 
tific accuracy that is used in compounding 
preseriptions.”’ The large business, of which 
this shop is the visible exponent, is conducted 
by a woman whose name appears in the list 
of those whu are present at the most elegant 
and: exclusive social functions. She is not 
only a mnember of the ** Fortnightly " and one 
of its leading spirits, but a.so of the Twentieth 
Century ciub, More than this, she is known 
in university circles—in fact thecatering busi- 
ness which she estab:ished and conducts on 
scientitic principies has quite a flavor of the 
hgher education of women, asa number of 
young women who are making their own way 
through the new Chicago University are em- 
ployed in making the delicate eatables that 
are daily sent out to private houses, c!ubs, 
and restaurants. Thisis asit should be, for 
we are told that the famous cook Careme pre- 


. pared himself for his great culinary exploits 


by reading a few cantos of the lliad. Indeed, 
it may not be out of reason to conclude that 
the advantage of this somewhat unusual 
union of effort may be reactionary and that 
the Iliad may be more intelligently read be- 
cause of the cooking. 

An eminent French Judge once remarked 
to the great astronomer, Laplace, that he 
looked Wpon the invention of a new dish as 
far more important than the discovery of a 
star, inasmuch as we already have stars 
enough and to spare, but that there could 
never be too many dishes from which to make 
our selections. This same French jurist was 
wont to deciare that he should never be satis- 
fied until the science of gastronomy was hon- 
ored in France by havinga cook in the first 
class of the institute. As there are not as yet 
of this famous 


a sufficient number 
Frenchman’s mind to place the art 
of cookery on a plane with 


other arts and sciences in popular regard—al- 
though there is no sufficient reason why it 
should not be—the woman who conducts this 
unique and most creditable establishment is 
not in evidence in it. Persons who are not 
“in society”’’ are employed to conduct the 
business. Thus many an awkward situation 
is avoided, for while present standards obtain 
it would not be quite easy fora man to talk 
polite nothings to the woman who furnishes a 
peculiar kind of cookies for his club, or fora 
woman to receive with une who had prepared 
the meats, baked or otherwise, for the re- 
fre-hment of her guests. 

The woman who conducts this exceptional 
and most successful business was educated in 
France, where men of profound learning and 
the rare ability which has given them world- 
wide fame are proud of their ability to cook a 
dinner. anc while being instructed in many 
other things she learned scientific cooking. 
When after years of opulence a time came 
that she needed funds which were not forth- 
coming she utilized this knowledge in a way 
which shows what the most delicately bred 
women may do to make ends meet should the 
proverbial rainy day find them unprepared. 

When she was already past middle life, al- 
though she had previously devoted herself to 
artistic pursuius, Mrs. Clark made a success 
of catering fur the public. She was by no 
means incited tothis undertaking by neces- 
sity. In assisting one who needed her good 
offices the way opened for her to embark in 
the unaertaking, and,although she knew noth- 
ing of cookery save what she had learned in 
her own household, from the first she was 
successful and has built up a busivess which, 
with other things, gives employment to a 
large number of women. Mrs. Clark, in 
speaking of her work, says that what. signifies 
most in regard to it is that she has been able 
to help numbers of needy women to help 
themselves. 

Although many others, besides those men- 
tioned, have undertaken catering 438 a pro- 
fession in Chicago, the fieid is by no means 
overcrowded. 
not alone for toothsome but scientifically 
correct cooking,and women who will fit them- 
selves to meet this demand will not want a re- 
munerative occupation.

8 Muffet, the tuffet, the spider, and the 
upset dish with its precious contents stream- 


ing on the ground is a familiar memory. 


But how few of the present generation have 
tasted that delicacy of the last century, 
curds and whey. The rich, sweet flavor of 
whey is almost unknown even to the farming 


- population, and many city residents are ig- 


norant of the meaning of the word. The 
farm dairy has given way to the corporate 
creamery, and the home-made cheese is sur 
planted by the factory product—t 
change which has produced certainly a 
more uniform article, and with equal certainty 
a higher average of both flavor and purity. 
As a nation Americans are not large consum- 


_, ers of cheese, though its use is steadily in- 


. Food consumption in this country 


* creasing 
is more diversified than that of any other 


country, and where the English or continent- 
al laborer enjoys little animal food except 
cheese, the American uses butter, meat, and 
eggs. Of butter especially Americans are 
immense Consumers, But cheese has flesh-

making qualities wholly lacking in butter, 
and in many respects it is one ofthe most 
concentrated forms of foodin ordinary use, 
producing both fat and fleshin such quanti- 


tiles as to supply lacking elements .in other 


food forms eaten with it, notably bread of 
wheat, rye, or oats. 

- Cheesemaking is of such. great antiquity 
that its origin is lost in obscurity, dnd its 
earlier forms and types are not sufficiently 
known to impress one with their superiority, 
though it is no exception to that rule by which 
elderly people have ever insisted that these 
are degenerate daya in cheesemaking as in 
patriotism and good manners. Jesse com- 


" manded his son David to “ carry ten cheeses 
’ unto the Captains of their 10,000 and see how 


thy brethren fare,” and later in the life of 
David there was brought him “ honey and 
butter and cheese of kine,”’ showing that even 
then there was a variety of milk used in pro- 
ducing cheese. Homer refers to cheese as a 
staple article of food, and it is similarly men- 
tioned by other authors. 

Coming down to more modern times and to 


_ types of cheese known and consumed today 


“ Cheddar” is unquestionabiy most promi- 
nent. Camden,a historian of Queen Eliza- 
beth’s time, states that Cheddar cheeses were 
then so large that two men were required to 
set one on the table. And Fuller,a century 
later, remarks that“ the great fault with 
Cheddar cheeses is that the} are so few and 
so dearand rarely to be met with save at 
some rich man’s table.”” Their manufacture 
was then confined-to the Village of Cheddar 
and adjacent districts and was governed by a 
system carefully guarded and concealed from 
the outside world, as, in fact, were the several 
other English systems numed for the locality 
where they were first applied, as Cheshire, 
Derby, Gloucester,’Stilton, etc. 

The Village of Cheddar is the center of a 
district especially favored by nature for dairy 
products, having pure air and water, rich soil 
and mild breezes from the Bristol’: Channel, 
while the milk from the Ayfshire cattle, most 
numerous there, is particularly adapted to 
cheese-inakiig. But above all these advant-

but slight modifications has prevailed from 
“time when the memory of .aan runneth not 
to the contrary,” survived a development 
from the few hundred cheeses which were 
“ rare dear”’’ in the seventeenth century 
to a product estimated at 500.000,000 pounds 
during 1890. The main elements of the sys- 
tem have survived transplanting to both Con- 


tinents of America, Australia, and even to. 


Southern Africa, and Cheddar today is the 
leading cheese product of the world. 

Cheddar cheese is a full créam or whole 
milk cheese. The night’s milk is allowed to 
stand until mo in a large tub or vat, a 
low temperature of 50° to 55° i main- 
tainei, and preferably the milk is kept in 
slow but constant motion by a form of agita- 
tor to prevent the cream from rising. When 
no agitator is used the cream is skimmed off 
in the morning, run back through a strainer, 
and thoroughly stirred into the skimmed 
milk, the fresh morning’s milk being added 
at the same time and in the same way. The 
entire contents of the tub is now heated to a 
‘temperature 80" to 85° and a 
sufficient quantity of rennet added to

How its effects on milk were 
ever discovered is an unsolved mystery, but 
ite use is ancient.

now salted by thoroughiy mixing one pound 
of fine, pure salt with each fifty-six pounds of 
curd and is ready for the press. 

A wooden hoop somewhat deeper, but of 
the same diameter as the cheese to be repro- 
duced, is laid upon a smooth board grooved 
and inclined to drain escaping whey. A

| coarse cheesecloth is spread over and pressed 


into the hoop and the curd piled in until the 
hoop is filled nearly to the brim. The ends 
of the cloth are now folded over the top of 
the curd, a circular piece of wood called a 
‘*follower” is inserted, and by means of a 
weight or screw is pressed gently down 
the curd, or, as it may now 
be called, the cheese. During the 
next hour or two this pressure is increased 
once or twice and at the end of twenty-four 
hours the cheese is reversed and the pressure 
exerted on the other end for aday, The 
cheese is now taken from the press, bound 
with a fresh cheesecloth, and rubbed with salt 
or salty butter and set away in acool curing- 
room to ripen.. During the first two weeks it 
is daily rubbed with salt or butter and turned, 
after which time this treatment is not so fre- 
quent, and in from eight to ten weeks the 
cheese should be fully cured. 

This is Cheddar cheese, and the system here 
described is closely followed in most Amer- 
ican cheese factories, though improved appli- 
ances have modified the details in some in- 
stances. 

This cheese is a thoroughly healthful article 
of food, presenting both flesh and fat forming 
elements in a concentrated form. If properly 
cured and thoroughly ripened there exist am- 
moniacal salts and other elements, which aid 
materially in the digestion not only of its 
own condensed nutrition but of other sub- 
stances eaten with it. -As a food for 
those engaged in active out-of-door oc- 
cupations it has many points of ex®@el- 
lence, and its consumption is rapidly increas- 
ing. At the bakery lunch-rooms in sandwich 
form it is in great dernand, and in the restau- 
rant or saloon with rye bread or pretzels and 
beer it retains its popularity. The. fisherman 
or hunter enjoys it with c¥ackers and bo- 
logna and the Yankee with bréad or crackers 
and milk. Its rich nutty flavor adds to the 
enjoyment of a piece of pie. and will‘ assist 
in digesting that much-abused American pas- 
try, though the fancy cheeses are usually pre- 
ferred as a post-prandia! relish. 

These imported fancy cheeses are also gain- 
ing in popularity, and the variety in flavor 
and price is.certainly sufficient to suit a 
diversity of tastes. By enicures a fine old 
Stilton seems most highly prized, and is at 


- the present time rarely found and commands 


exorbitant prices. The imitations are plenti- 
ful, cheap, and usuaily very inferior. It was 
of Stilton cheese that Charles Lamb remarked 
to the grocer who was wrappitig it up in pa- 
per, *‘ Never mind that, just t-tie a s-string to 
it and I c-can l-lead it home.’ It is the 
invention of a Mrs. Paulet and first ‘gained 
prominence abouta century anda haif ago, 
being served to the guests of the Bell Inn at 
Stilton Village on the great north road from 
London to Edinburg. Here, in the days of 
stage-coach travel, the passengers’ dined and 
the fame of the delicious cheese soon spread 
far and wide, taking with it the name of the 
village, which it stil retains. 

Stilton isa rich double cream cheese, the 
creain of the.evenyfig’s milk being added to 
the morning’s supply, It is quickly curdled 
and but slightly pressed and requires great 
skill in manipuiation, especially in the salt- 
ing. The process is complicated, demanding 
constant attention, even through the ripening 
period. There seems also to be some special 
quality of soil and vegetation essential to 
good results, its manufacture being still al- 
most wholly confined to the village and vicin- 
ity of Melton, Mowbray in. Leicestershire, 
where the good Mrs. Paulet overa century 
ago acquired fame and ‘**halfia crown the 
pound’’ for the first ** Old Stilton.” 

Excepting Stilton, fancy English cheeses are 
not popular with Americans. while thuge of the 
continent, though finding little sale“in En- 
ean, are in good demand here. France and 

olland are the leading. producers for export. 

French cheeses are of three distinct ty pes— 
a fresh plain soft cheese,a fancy cured soft 
cheese, and a rich cured hard cheese. The 
first, being used when fresh, is for home con-

sumption exclusively and is very popular. It 
is similar to our cottage cheese, and is usualiy 
sour curd. slightly pressed and salted—some. 
times made from skimmed milk only and 
again in places from almost pure cream. 

_Of the cured soft cheeses Brie is unques- 
tionably most popular, and is largely ex- 
ported. Its production is not confined to any 
one locality, though the departments of the 
Meuse and Marne are supposed to afford the 
finest quality—more perhaps from technical 
skill than from any inherent virtue of soil or 
herbage. Itis made from fresh milk which 
is heated by steam in large copper vats hav- 
ing double bottoms. When the proper tem- 
perature (about 80°) is reached the milk is run 
off through a trough to the cheese-making 
room, where it is poured intotubs and the 
rennet added. In the cougse of two hours 
some cream rises which is skimmed off. 
About an hour later, the curd having suf- 
ficiently formed, it is carefully cut in slices 
and placed in atin hoop, which rests upon a 
mat of rushes.. As more of the) whey escapes 
the curd shrinks and is removed to a smaller 
form. The next day the cheese is carefully 
turned and salted, a fresh mat supplied, and 
itis removed to another room where it is 
each day turned and placed on a fresh mat. 
Awhite mold soon appears which graduaily 
extends over the entire surface and slowly 
ehanges color, first to blué, then yellow, and 
finally red—about two weeks after which the 
cheese is cured and ready for market. 

Neufchatel probabiy ranks next to Brie in 
commercial importance, though usually re- 
garded as superior in flavor. It is also a soft 
cheese and, though largely consumed while 
fresh in France, is only known here as a cured 
product, Instead of having part of the cream 
removed, as with Brie, it is made fram fresh 
milk to which about half of its own quantity 
of cream is added. The process of manu- 
facture is somewhat similar to! that of Brie, 

rather more complicated, but the con. 
dition of ripeness as indicated by the chang- 
ing color of mold is substantia{lly the same. 

Roquefort cheese is by many considered the 
ne plus‘ultra of dairy products. Being made 
from sheep’s milk it presents elements that

, Its manufacture was for many years 
confined to the plateau of Larzae—about 
twenty miles square—-situated in the moun- 
tainous district of Southwestern France and

last half century has given a tremendous im- 
pulse to the industry, whicn now extends 
many miles over the surrounding mountain- 
cas dietician.

The skimmed 
milk is added to the fresh morning’s supply, 
both are heated and the rennet stirred in. 
When the curd forms it is cut in all directions 
with a wooden knife, the whey being drawn 
off during the cuttmg. The curd is then 
lightly squeezed and worked with the hands 
‘until no whey appears. 

The forms cousist of glazed earthenware 
cylinders about eight inches in diameter and 
four inches high, perforated at both sides and 
bottom. ‘The curd is placed in these forms in 
tween ‘which is strewn 


pose, The top layer rises above the rim of 
the cylinder and Paty hn placed upon it 
presses the entire m&ss firmly into the form. 

The cheeses are now kept warm and moist for 
a week ina box containimg a wet sponge, and 
on the seventh day are removed to 
the famous caves of Roquefort «which 

give the cheese its name. These caves are 

numerous in the mofintainous district and 
have an almost uniform temperature of 42°, 

together with great humidity of atmosphere. 

They are equipped with racks, mats, tables, 

and other conveniences, The cheeses are 
thoroughly rubbed with salt and laid upon 
racks and shelves for a few days, after which 

they are carefully scraped. The thin, hard 

skin which has formed | being removed from 

both skin and sides they are set up on eage 

—each separated from the other bya straw 

mat. In time a reddish skin appears and in 
from six to eight weeks the curing process is 
com plete, 

Switzerland sends to America large quanti- 
ties of a popular and delicious cured hard 
cheese commonly called **Sweitzer” or 
‘+ Swigs,”’ but more properly ‘“‘ Emmenthal,” 
though the same name is also. applied to 
‘Gruyere.”’ It isa full cream cheese and 
frequently of enormous size,some reaching 
120 pounds in weight. ‘The most striking pe- 
culiarity in the process of manufacture is the 
unusual heat employed prior to adding the 
rennet and during the last draining of the 
whey. Also the delay in adding salt until after 
pressing, thus allowing the development of 
considerable acid, which gives it that rich 
flavor so enjoyed by conndtsseurs. The pro- 
duction of *‘ Gruyere’’ is by no means con- 
fined to Switzerland, the neighboring terri- 
tory of France, Germany, and Italy, and even 
Belgium supplying large quantities. 

Beigium is, of course, most widely known 
for its * Limburg,”’ though Liege no longer 
enjoys a monopoly of this odoriferous pro- 
duction—the Limburger of. many parts of 
Germany being often’ equal and even superior 
to that supplied from its original home. 

The Parmesan cheese of Italy is an unique 
product, Itisan unpressed skimmed milk 
creation requiring three years to fully cure, 
being frequently rubbed meanwhile with lin- 
seed oil, The Gorgonzola from the same 
country more nearly approachesa fine old 
Stilton in flavor than any other cheese made, 

German cheeses are of many kines, but 
mainly for local consumption and nearly all 
artiticially colored and flavored with anise 
seed, asalso are those of Denmark, which, 
nevertheless, exports some excellent un- 
flavored skimmed, milk cheese, 

Holland isa large poducer of both butter 
and cheese, much of which is exported to En- 
gland and France. This country also con- 
sumes quantities of Edam cheese, which is by 
many deemed the acme in flavor of the plain 
cheeses, for with these it must be classed, 
The process of making it is complicated and 
great skill is required in securing a fine quali- 
ty. Itis frequently made at home, the most 
primitive processes being used. Formerly 
the cheeses weighed from twelve to twenty 
pounds, but at present they are much smaller, 
rarely exceeding eight to ten pounds, The 
cheese is made from fresh miik, and an un- 
usual quantity of rennet produces a curd in 
about fifteen minutes. The whey is worked 
out mainly by hand, after which it is filled into 


} the peculiar shaped forms used for it and 


pressed for several hours, It is then trans- 
ferred from the press to; another form, from 
which it is daily removed, salted and re- 
placed during the two weeks following. ‘The 
fifteenth day itis soaked in strong brine for 
twenty-four hours, washed and dried, then 
put away for several weeks tocure, During 
the week before selling it is daily washed in 
fresh water or young beer, and finally rubved 
with linseed oil and stained with tournesal 
cloths, giving it a} peculiar shade of red. 

It frequently happens that modern discov- 
eries in mechanics, science, amd medicine 
serve simply to verify a time-worn axiom or 
indorse an ancient custom—so with the long 
established practice of eating a morsel of ripe 
eld Stilton or Roquefort after a hearty meal, 
modern science but gives the reason why. 
Rennet: contains vast numbers of micro-or- 
ganisms which are warmed into activity in 
the heated milk, producing the separation of 
curd from whey. Cooled in the cheese they 
remain as inert globules until the heat of the 
stomach sets them at liberty and their re- 
stored eviergy contributes materially to di- 
gestion. Various ammmoniacal salts contained 
in the cheese also assist in the operation. 

So the gourmand of today finds relief from 
the results of his folly in the same fashion as 
his ptototype of two centuries ago. No 
wonder those gcod livers celebrated in verse 
and song the lovely milkmaid-and paid glow- 
ing tribute to her occupation. Theyare still 
her debtors as arethe gourmands of today, 
though the modern poet wouid find little in- 
spiration in the American cheese factory. 


While there are several cheese factories ir : 


Engiand and they are not unknown on the 
continent, they are the exception and not the 
rule. Most of the fancy cheeses are almost 
exclusively home made, and particular farms 
have varying reputations’ for the special 
qualities of their product. ‘This operates to 
prevent organization. Those who supply the 
better quality object to the loss of prestige 
and price which might result from combina- 
tion with inferior grades. However, daify 
unions are becoming numerous and usually 
encourage the association idea, with the result 
that faetories are increasing«in number, 
abroad as well as at home. 

The first cheese factory was started . at 
Rome, N. Y.; in 1851, by Jesse Williams. and 
during the forty-two years which have since 
elapsed the number has increased to many 
thousand. Few people realize that the dairy 
products of this country—butter, milk, and 
cheese—far exceed in value any other agri- 
cultural product, amounting to over $600,- 
000,000, about $250,000,000 of which can 
be credited to cheese.

MRS, KATE BOGGIANO, MATRON OF 
000K OOUNTY JAIL. 


In Gentle Manner and with Tender Words 
She Encourages the Sorrowing Ones 
Who Visit Relatives Among the Pris- 
oners=Born An Italy, She Marries a 
Union Soldier, Who Becomes Promi- 
nent in icago and Whose Death from 
Consumption Is Mourned by Many- 

At the County Jail there is and has been 
for the last fifteen years a mild, blue-eyed 
little woman, who, by her kind and gentle 
ways, has done probably more charitable 
deeds in a quiet way. than any other woman 
in Chicago. Many a, heart-broken mother 
visiting a wayward son or daughter at the 
jail, and many a gray-haired father and sor- 
rowing sister visiting a son or brother have 
had their burdens of sorrow lightened by the 
delicate attention and thoughtfulness of this 
gentle little woman. And of the thousands 
of mothers, fathers, and sisters who ‘have vis- 
ited fallen relatives in the jail during the last 
fifteen years scarcely one has gone away with- 
out a word ef tender sympathy and encour- 
agement from her. 

She is Mrs. Kate Boggiano, one of the ma- 
trons at the jail. But her deeds of Christian 
charity have not been confined to the oppor- 
tunities found within the walls of the Cook 
County Jail. In her quiet, unassuming way 
she has comforted many an unfortunate suf- 
fering ina bed of contagion or scorching 
fever. She has given of her earnings to those 
in want, and if ever a woman of this world of 
misery and care was deserving of honor and 
praise Mrs. Kate Boggiano certainly is. 


Marries a Soldier Boy. | 
Mrs. Boggiano was born some two miles 


| from the historic old town of Genoa, Italy. 


She passed her childhood there and thirty- 
nino years ago came with her father to Amer- 
ica. Her name at that time was Kate 
Seville. Her father engaged in mercantile 
pursuits in New York until-the War of the 
Rebeilion broke out and then he removed to 
Washington. While at the Nation’s capital 
she met Peter Boggiano, a soldier in Com- 
pany K, Forty-sixth New York Volunteers, 
They formed an attachment for one another, 
but his services were needed at the front and 
to the front he went. During the next three 
years she frequently heard by letter from her 
soldier lover. He was in many a hard-fought 
battle and more than once received honorable 
mention from hig commander for valiant 
service. Though this was only the country 
of his adoption he gladly risked’his life to 
preserve it. 

In the fall of 1865 the Forty-sixth Regi- 
ment, New York Volunteers, was ordered 
back to Washington and mustered out of the 
service; And as that regiment marched 
down Pennsylvania avenue on the day 
of its return, among the many thousands to 
bid it welcome home was a handsome young 
woman with mild bine eyes. Kate Seville 
stood on'’the sidewalk and with those mild 
blue eyes watched, with beating heart, for 
Company K. It came, and among the few 
survivors was Peter Boggiano, and then 
those mild blue eyes filled with tears of joy. 

As soon as veteran Peter Boggiano was mus- 
tered out of the service he went to the Seville 
home in Washington. In July, 
Seville became Mrs. Peter Boggiano. Fora 
few years they made their home in New York. 
In the spring of 1869 they came to Chicago, 
where Mr. Boggiano obtaineda position of 
trust with the Raeger Omnibus and Transfer 
company. A few years later he left this com- 
pany and worked for the North Chicago City 
railway company and then forthe Chicago 
City railway company on ‘tthe South Side, 
While in the service of the latter company he 
was taken ill of consumption and had to give 
up his place, After two years’ suffering .he 
died, leaving his wife with five children to 
support and a debt of $600 to meet. 


Comforter of the Sorrowing. 


When Mr. Boggiano was taken sick his 
wife obtained permission to open a lunch 
counter in the County Jail. 
she came incontact with nearly every one 
who cameto visit friends in durance vile. 
She had a kind word for every one, and 
especially for those of her own sex. 
In the course of time she was made matron, a 

sition she still holds. Her ydungest son 
as charge of the lunch counter. By careful 
economy she soon paid the debt left by her 
husband, Then she bought a home. very 
one of her five children was educated by her, 
and all are now happily married, save the son 
at the lunch counter in the jail. She has four 


} grandchildren and she is proud of them, 


In an article on * Life at the County Jail,”’ 
which was printed in Taz Tripunsz last Sun- 
day.a statement appeared which in effect 
said that the jail caterer and his mother, the 
jail matron, were the son and widow of an 
Italian who was hung in the jail several years 
ago. The matron, her son, and their friends 
deny the statement; The husband and 
father died of consumption, as stated in the 
foregoing sketch, at Market and Michigan 
streets, and he was attended in his last illness 
by Dr. John F. Williams, who is still their 
famiiy phys.cian. At Mr. Boggiano’s funeral 
there were present many of the leading Ital- 
ian citizens of Chicago, by whom he was held 
in high esteein, and the members of his fam- 
ily still stand well not onl) with the Italians. 
of Chicago but with all who know them. 


PRIMITIVE METHODS WERE THE BEST. 


Old-Fashioned Country School Had 
Many Points of Merit. 


The 


Atlantic Monthly: They had no -curricu- 


lum, no notions of “‘time allotments’ and 
‘*harmonious development” and “logical 
sequence,” and the rest of it, but only a sim- 
ple and direct way of getting children to read, 
write, and cipher at a very early age, and to 
be ashamed if they did it badly. Then—and 
here was the great unconscious principle 
that the country school was demonstrating 
—wherever any pupil had a point of indi- 
viduality to work upon, some taste or some 
taient, there the,teacher found his oppor- 
tunity. ‘The college youth, himself just wak- 
ing up to the charm of literature or the fasci- 
nation of scientific experiment, was led in- 
stinctively to pass on to his inquiring pupil 
some spark of the divine fire of original 
study. The close personality of the reiation 
gave a power to the teaching which no me- 
chanical system could ever attain. It was the 
method which the experience of the world, 
from Socrates down, has shown to be the only 


effective one—the method of direct impact of 


one inind on another. 

Under this system, which was no system, 
the mind of the pupil blossomed out into the 
most vigorous growth of which it was capa- 
ble. It never got the ruinous notion that a 
machine was going to do its work for it; 
there was no machine. [If the teacher had 
anything in him it was called out by the 
fresh, unspoiled enthusiasm of the “ get- 
ting through” the country school, ‘The pupil 
went there term after term, year after 
year, simply demanding, as did the pupils 
of ancient Greece aud those of the fair early 
days of the medieval. universities, whatever 
néw the teacher of the moment had to give. 
There was no “ course.” 
no limitations of subject or of time. In that 
procession of active youth coming. from the 
larger life of the college there was sure to be, 
sooner or later, some representative of every 
subject of study. The strainon the person- 
ali y cf the teacher was immense, and it pro- 
duced a response, Individual answered to 
individual, and out of this give-and-take came 
originality. ! 

Then there wasa change. All this was 
found to be unscientific. The method must 
be made conscious of itself. ‘There arose a 
being whose shadow has since darkened all 
the iand, the ** educator.” To be simply a 
teacher was no longer enough; we must have 
educators, and that quickly. This hodge- 
podge of pupils of different ages must be 
broken up into *‘ grades.”’ Every pupil be- 


| longed in a grade, and there he must go and 


stay; if at the given time there was no grade 
into which he precisely fitted so much the 
worse for him; away with him into the outer 
darkness!

Two Remarkable Southern Families of Im- 
mense Physical Proportions, 

, New York World: The Walker family, liv- 
ing in Mitcheli County, N. C., is composed at 
present of a father and mother, seven sons, 
and five daughters. The father is the last of 
a family of nine brothers. He is 7 feet 2 
inches hgh, and among the nine was next to 
the shortest, who was 7 feet, while his tallest 
brother was 8 feet in height. His wife, moth. 
er of the twelve children mentioned, is 5 
feet eight inches in height. Her daughters 
range from six feet: one inch to six feet three 
inches, and her sons from six feet eight inches 
to seven feet nine inches.
